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CONTINUING RISE IN 
PRODUCTION COSTS 


POUR months ago the results of an enquiry by the British Federation of 

British Industries into industrial and export trends suggested falling orders 
and rising stocks, an easier labour position and lessening optimism. But the 
comment was made that “the detailed expectations give some hope that this 
(disturbing) trend may be halted”. 


The latest F.B.I. enquiry returns prepared at the beginning of this month 
by 701 industrialists, show that this has happened. There has been a revival 
in new orders (18 per cent. up on balance compared with 5 per cent. down last 
time), a consequent lengthening of order books, and an increase in output 
(not yet apparent in official figures). 


Confirmation of the changed situation is given by the fact that skilled 
labour is again the main impediment to increased output; in February orders 
(or sales) had, for the first time become the major factor. Stocks at all levels 
have again risen; this is in marked contrast to the expectations that raw 
materials stocks would fall and finished goods and work in progress would 
remain steady. 


In February it was pointed out that the balance of firms reporting a rise 
in costs was the highest since the F.B.I. enquiries began. This time a further 
substantial rise in costs is suggested, coupled with a much smaller rise in selling 
prices and a further lessening of profit margins. The increase in the balance 
of firms reporting a rise in costs and a fall in margins is greater than expected; 
a situation to which the rise in the tax on fuel oils may have contributed. 


A detailed enquiry was made this time by the F.B.I. into exports and the 
analysis is based on the replies from the 499 respondents for whom exports 
were significant. Thus no less than 70 per cent. of this sample of 701 large, 
medium and small firms were exporting directly. Over all about 25 per cent. 
of their output was exported, a figure consistent with published statistics. 
The questions on the rates of new orders and on deliveries, continued from 
previous surveys, show a significant improvement for the first time since a 
year ago. However, the improvement is less than that shown for the home 
trade. 


The replies to the new questions show that despite a rise in export orders 
on hand, delivery dates have been shortening somewhat and that more orders 
have been booked at lower prices. This is in contrast to the reported rise in 
prices for the home market, and the general rise in unit costs of production. 
But despite this fall in prices, the comparative price level is by far the most 
serious short term problem facing exporters; delivery dates being of minor 
importance in comparison. It is to be noted that exports are hardly being held 
back by shortages of capacity. 


The broad conclusions of the F.B.I. enquiry are, therefore, that there 
has been a rise in orders and output, but this applies more to the home than 
to the export market. The most disturbing factor is the continuing rise in 
production costs, particularly as price is seen to be the main obstacle to 
higher exports. Unfortunately, unless something unforeseen happens, this 
trend is likely to continue in the coming months. 





Quantity Surveying Services 


[HE new scale of charges for quantity surveying services announced by 
the Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors has a number of advantages 
over the existing Index of Fees. One such advantage will be that a quantity 
surveyor will be able to quote an overall fee from the outset, in the same 
way as an architect. 


For the purpose of assessing fees, the new scale has been divided into 
three categories of building work and one of civil engineering work. A 
survey carried out by the Institution showed that, although the cost of 
quantity surveying work increases with the size of the building contract, 
it does so at a progressively lower rate. The new scale of charges takes 
account of this by reducing the percentage for fees as the value of the work 
increases. On major contracts and major works of a repetitive nature, such 
as blocks of flats, a considerable reduction in fees can therefore be looked for. 


All in all, the new scale appears to be fair both to the client and the 
quantity surveyor, and its adoption will dispense with the need for negotiating 
separate scales of charges as hitherto. As a measure of encouraging greater 
speed and efficiency in the building industry, it is to be welcomed by the 
industry and customer alike. 
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An Economist Comments... 


ITH one wage settlement not yet 

effective, it may seem premature 
to consider the likely outcome of the 
next. But this, of course, is far from 
being the case now that firm price ten- 
ders predominate. If contractors are 
able to gauge, with reasonable accuracy, 
the level of basic wage rates 9 or 12 
months hence, they are more likely to 
prepare estimates that will lead to a fair 
and reasonable profit margin. 

Three primary considerations normally 
govern wage negotiations, they are: 

1. The prosperity (including produc- 
tivity) of the industry, and hence its 
capacity to pay. 

Living standards. 
3. The relation between the wages of 
the workers directly concerned and 


those paid to workers in other in- 
dustries.

Prosperity of the Industry 


Taking a broad view, few would be 
able to argue effectively that the con- 
tracting industry today is other than a 
prosperous one. Output beat all records 
in 1960 and is set fair for doing so again 
in 1961. It is true that in certain areas, 
as for certain categories of work, tendering 
remains very keen; but taking the industry 
as a whole it is evident that profit margins 
today show a marked improvement on, 
say, 1958 or 1959. 

Naturally by no means all of this in- 
crease is free to be absorbed by increased 
wages. A fair share must be allocated to 
reserves, to new plant and re-equipment; 
and, by no means least important, to those 
people who actually invest money in con- 
tracting firms. However, the fact that 
profit margins are increasing will certainly 
not be lost on the building unions: they 
will undoubtedly do their best to ensure 
that some part of them are diverted to 
their members. Neither are they likely 
to overlook the labour supply difficulties 
generated by the exceptionally high level 
of contracting activity. The most con- 
servative estimates place the 1961 level at 
3 or 4 per cent. above 1960; others, made 
at a later date suggest that 10 per cent. 
may not be out of the question. Certainly 
the year has started on an extremely 
promising key. Output in the first quarter 
totalled £669m., compared with £607m. in 
the first quarter of 1960. Even allowing 
for increased building costs, some element

of price inflation as contractors react 
against the uneconomic tendering levels of 
previous years, and the exceptionally good 
building weather so far, this represents a 
substantial real advance, probably of the 
order of 3 to 5 per cent. Output-per-man 
also continues to rise, and this is another 
factor to be taken into account: .it could 
well be that last year’s 4 per cent. will 
be repeated. 


Living Standards 

The most obvious guide here is the 
Index of Retail Prices, to which building 
wages are partially geared under a sliding 
scale agreement. Here are some of the 
things influencing the Index just now. The 
April figure reflects increases in rents of 
some local authority houses, high local 
rates for many parts of the country and 
higher electricity charges for most areas. 
The average so far in 1961 is already about 
two points above the average in 1960. 
What is to come? Some increases in bus 
fares is now a possibility following the 
recent wage award to bus workers; the 
London Transport Executive have applied 
for further fare increases which, if ap- 
proved, would become effective during the 
next six months; further increases in rail 
fares are also possible. In the food group, 
the fall in the prices of imported foods 
should offset the tendency of home pro- 
duced foods, notably bread and cakes, to 
rise and result in overall stability in the 
food group of the index. 


Taking all these factors into considera- 
tion and disregarding any changes in pur- 
chase tax arising from the Budget proposals 
(by no means out of the question), the 
indications are that the Index may rise a 
further couple of points in the next six 
months. An extra 4d. or even ld. an hour 
on basic contracting rates on this account 
is, therefore, a distinct possibility at the 
beginning of February, 1962. 


Wages in Other Industries 

In the present climate of wage bargain- 
ing this factor can outweigh the other 
two combined. Rarely, perhaps never, 
have workers in one industry been so con- 
scious of their position as regards their 
wages and earnings compared with those 
of workers in other industries. This is 
understandable, with so much emphasis 
on full employment and on the need for 
an all-round rise in living standards. It 
is certain therefore that the building unions 
are watching very carefully the current

MOTORWAY CONTRACT 


Sir Lindsay Parkinson’s Tender Accepted 


HE final contract for the construc- 
tion of the 78-mile Birmingham- 
Preston Motorway (M.6) has been let. 
This is for the 94 miles in South 
Cheshire between the Staffordshire 
boundary and Holmes Chapel. 


Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of Trans- 
port, has accepted the tender of Sir 
Lindsay Parkinson and Co., Ltd., in the 
sum of £5,892,765. The work is to be 
completed within 25 months. 


The route of this section of the motor- 
way runs northwards from the Stafford- 
shire boundary near Barthomley, passing 
to the east of Crewe and Sandbach, to a 
point on A.54 between Holmes Chapel and 
Middlewich, where it connects with the 
section in North Cheshire for which the 
contract was let on May 10, 1961. 

The construction of 22 bridges will be 


necessary in addition to the railway bridge 
at Sandersons Brook, now almost com- 
pleted, which is being built by the British 
Transport Commission. 


Carriageways 


The motorway will have dual three-lane 
carriageways, each with a 10ft. wide hard 
shoulder and separated by a 15ft. wide 
central reserve. At the Staffordshire- 
Cheshire boundary there will be a junction 
with a new trunk road which it is pro- 
posed to build between Talke and Balterly 
Heath. There will be other junctions, with 
A.534 near Sandbach and with A.54 west 
of Holmes Chapel. 

The works have been designed for the 
Ministry of Transport by Scott and Wilson, 
Kirkpatrick and Partners, consulting engi- 
neers, who will also supervise the con- 
structional work. 


trends of wages and wage claims in other 
industries. 

At the April conference of the Amalga- 
mated Engineering Union, another one 
pound a week in wages and a 40-hour week 
without loss of pay headed the list of 
demands to be submitted to the Engineer- 
ing and Ship-Building Employers. The 
wage claim is to be pressed “immediately” 
and the hours claim “vigorously”, which 
probably reflects the view that pay is the 
more important. This claim is particularly 
relevant to contracting; odd years apart, 
contracting wages tend to coincide closely 
with those of engineering and _ ship- 
building. 

Pressure for higher wages will also be 
one of the main features at the annual 
conference of the National Union of Mine- 
workers in July. Only one motion men- 
tions a figure, but this is one pound a 
week and could cost the industry over 
£30m. a year to meet in full. The railway 
unions are planning to put in a new claim 
as soon as settlement is reached on their 
outstanding demand for a shorter working 
week. Much nearer home is the decision 
of Britain’s largest building union, the 
Amalgamated Society of Woodworkers, 
to instruct its leaders to press for a further 
wage increase for the industry’s one million 
workers. The decision to ask for more 
money was passed by an overwhelming 
majority at the Union’s annual conference 
in Blackpool. There are signs that the 
other building unions will follow this line 
and, if they do, the N.F.B.T.O. may feel 
themselves compelled to submit a new 
wage claim this autumn, almost coinciding 
with the operation of the £60m. package 
deal finalised in January. 


Conclusions 


Without doubt the Government will not 
submit to irresponsible agreements in con- 
tracting or elsewhere. They are watching 
the economy closely and they have two 
new economic regulators to hand, one 
directly connected with the labour force. 
Nor is it likely that the “builders’ tanner” 
will be repeated in 1962—in 1961, 3d. 
was on account of fewer working hours. 
But the balance of evidence is that the 
arguments in favour of some increase in 
contracting wages at some time in 1962 
are building up pretty fast. To predict 
a definite figure on the information so far 
available could be grossly misleading; but 
something of the order of 3d. an hour 
(including something for higher living 
costs) sometime in 1962 seems an increase 
that may well prove to be somewhere near 
the mark, although it is likely to operate 
late rather than early in 1962. 


Mortgage Interest Rates 


A month or two ago I suggested that 6 or 
64 per cent. on a building society mortgage 
was not so very high compared with pre- 
war after account had been taken of 
taxation relief; also that rates could 
fluctuate around this level for some time. 
I was not, therefore, surprised at the recent 
recommendation by the Building Societies 
Association that mortgage interest rates 
should be raised by 4 per cent. to 64 per 
cent. The societies’ task is two-fold: to 
borrow money as well as to lend it. They 
are living with a tremendous private house- 
building programme which shows every 
sign of becoming larger still. Naturally, 
they are anxious to finance a large part 
of this programme; in fact their failure to 
do so could halt it in its tracks. Because 
of the taxation relief mentioned, and, of 
course, of the fact that property values are 
appreciating all the time, it is most un- 
likely that the extra 4 per cent. will make 
a noticeable difference to the demand for 
Owner-occupation. The all important con- 
sideration just now, it seems, is that the 
societies should have adequate funds 
available. 
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HAMMERSMITH FLYOVER SUPERSTRUCTURE 
COMPLETED AHEAD OF SCHEDULE 


TT\HE erection of the main superstruc- 

ture of the Hammersmith Flyover, 
started last October, was completed 
yesterday, with the ceremonial placing 
of the last precast unit by Mr. R. 
Edmonds, chairman of the L.C.C. Roads 
Committee. 

This represents 8} months of intensive 
effort in erecting the 16 spans totalling 
2,043ft. in length—an average rate of one 
span every 17 days. Certain changes in 
the specification for surfacing and road 
heating increased the time required for the 
finishing operations, which meant the con- 
tractors, Marples, Ridgway and Partners, 
Ltd., were faced with the formidable task 
of finishing the main superstructure two 
months ahead of schedule, at the same time 
making up for an unavoidable delay of 
some 2} months to the start of the erection. 

The design and construction of this 
£1,300,000 project, being carried out for the 
L.C.C., was fully described in the February 
16, 1961, issue of The Contract Journal, but 
brief details of the structure are included 
here. 

The flyover and approach embankments, 
over half-a-mile in length, will carry the 
through traffic between the Great West 
Road and the Cromwell Road Extension 
over the road and rail complex at Hammer- 
smith, The suspended portion is a pre- 
Stressed concrete structure erected in 16 
spans—-11 of 140ft., two of 120ft., two of 
94ft. 6in. and one of 74ft: the shorter 
spans are positioned to suit structural 
requirements at the ends of the structure 
and at, and adjacent to the single expansion 
gap about two-fifths along its length. The 
spans are supported by 15 single centre 
columns of modest dimensions, which take 
up relatively little room at ground level. 
The shallow arched main spine beam which 
spans these columns incorporates canti- 
levered sections which support the outer 
lanes of the roadway. The flyover is dual 
carriageway with two roadways each 24ft. 


wide separated by a median strip 5ft. wide. 

By adopting a prestressed design it was 
possible for the greater part of the sus- 
pended section to be manufactured off the 
site in the form of precast transverse 
sections and road slabs, all of which were 


wide by 8ft. 6in. long, varying in depth 
between 9ft., at the columns, to 6ft. 6in. 
for those at mid-span; these vary in weight 
from 60 tons, for the largest, to 35 tons for 
the smallest. 

A reinforced concrete cantilever unit,

subsequently transported to the site as 
required and assembled to form a con- 
tinuous structure. The main spine beam is 
composed of 204 hollow segments, 26ft. 


View of the flyover looking east 


shaped like an inverted coathanger, is 
placed between each of the beam segments. 
The cantilever units, each 59ft. wide, 12in. 
thick and weighing a maximum of 15 tons, 
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The casting beds for the cantilever units and road slabs at Heston, Middx. 
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Erection gantry Jowering precast beam segments into position. View taken on June 9 
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vary in depth to match the beam segments. 
A 3in. gap left between the beam segments 
and cantilever units was subsequently 
filled with concrete and the whole structure 
stressed together with 1 fin. diameter strand 
cables. Precast road slabs, 8in. thick, 
between the projecting arms of the canti- 
levers form the outer lanes of the roadways, 

It was intended, originally, to erect the 
superstructure in two parts; the first 
portion from the western end to the ex- 
pansion joint and the second portion from 
the eastern end to the same point. The 
erection of the second portion by this 
method would have entailed the transport 
of the large units through the congested 
area of Hammersmith Broadway and, also. 
the dismantling of all the heavy lifting 
equipment from the western end and its 
subsequent re-erection at the other end. 

With this in mind, the contractors felt 
it would be expedient to continue erection 
from the west end only. This, to some 
extent, altered the stresses in the structure 
during construction owing to a different 
load distribution, but the consulting 
engineers found, on recalculation, that the 
method was feasible and it was sub- 
sequently adopted. It meant, however, if 
unloading was continued at ground level 
at the western end only, that the placing 
gantry had a very long travel with each 
segment, with the commensurate increase 
in the length of rail required. To avoid 
this, the contractors evolved a method 
whereby the precast segments were un- 
loaded on the completed portion of the 
superstructure, which enabled other works 
to proceed concurrently behind the portion 
being erected. 

The precast units were originally placed 
in sequence, one beam segment and then 
one cantilever unit, but it was later found 
to be more expedient to place a substantial 
number of beam segments only and then to 
place the intervening cantilever units. 
Adaptation of the lifting gantry and the 
transport trailers made it possible to handle 
the cantilever units in pairs, which halved 
the travelling time on both the road and on 
the superstructure. 

The use of improved techniques so 
reduced the time taken for jointing between 
the units, reeving the prestressed strands 
and their subsequent stressing that these 
operations, originally timed in days, were 
finally timed in hours and minutes. The 
in situ joint concrete was contained in 
specially designed collapsible shutters, 
fitted between and inside the units, which 
could be rapidly stripped and re-crected in 
the next section. 

Reeving was greatly acc2lerated by the use 
of an electric winch, des gned and manu- 
factured by the contractors, which drew 
the strands, two at a time, through the 
various ducts and saddles within the units. 
Stressing, originally carried out with two 
large low-pressure jacks, manufactured by 
Prestressed Sales, Ltd., one at either end 
of a cable, was speeded up by the use of 
a third jack—a new light-weight high- 
pressure jack developed by the same firm 
—which could be transferred quickly from 
cable to cable at one end while the two 
heavy jacks, which took longer to transfer, 
were used at the other. 


A considerable amount of finishing and 
ancillary work still remains to be completed 
before the flyover is opened to traffic in 
November. This includes the encasement 
and grouting of all the prestressing strand 
—some 30 miles of it—and the anchorages, 
installation of the various services within 
the structure and approaches, road sur- 
facing and heating, which incorporates some 
70 miles of heating cable, and the installa- 
tion of the safety fences and lamp posts. 
There is also a considerable amount of 
roadworks and service diversions to be 
carried out at ground level. 


The consulting engineers responsible for 
the design of the flyover are G. Maunsell 
and Partners, working in close co-operation 
with the chief engineer of the L.C.C., Mr.

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PLANNING AND REDEVELOPMENT IN LIVERPOOL 
Rectification and Development of Road System 


By H. T. Hough, M.Eng., M.I.Mun.E., M.LC.E., M.T.P.1.* 


IVERPOOL is the second largest 
seaport in Great Britain. It may be 
considered as a semi-circular area of 
some 43 square miles with the River 
Mersey as its diameter and its centre 
close to the Pier Head, where is situated 
the landing stage for the ocean liners. 
Radial roads extend outwards within 
this semi - circle, 
and with the 
notable exception 
of Queens Drive, 
the greater length 
of which passes 
through suburban 
areas, it is defi- 
cient in ring 
roads. The value 
of the existing 
Queens Drive ring 
road is inestim- 
able, and as it was 
built between 
1907 and the early 
1920’s its cost was 
very much less 
than would have 
been the case if 
its construction had been deferred until 
today. 

The geographical position of Liverpool 
is such that it is not a city on a national 
trunk route and, therefore, traffic does 
not normally travel through it to reach 
other places in Great Britain. For the 
same reason the Liverpool ring roads will 
never be by-passes in the ordinary sense 
of the term, their function being dis- 
tributing roads for the city itself. One 
effect of this geographical position is that 
the traffic problem in the central area tends 
to be concentrated into morning and even- 
ing peak periods related to the com- 
mencement and ending of the city’s daily 
business activities. 

As a seaport of the first magnitude 
Liverpool attracts heavy commercial traffic 
to and from its dockside area, carrying 
a great volume of the country’s exports 
and imports, and in that sense it is a 
through city with world-wide connections. 

The Liverpool Development Plan, pre- 
pared in accordance with the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947, was approved 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government on June 3, 1958. The pro- 
gramme extends to 1971 and the first 
review will be undertaken in 1963, i.e., at 
the conclusion of the first five years of the 
plan’s operation.

Former Growth and Characteristics 


The City of Liverpool (exclusive of fore- 
shore and river) occupies a total of 27,818 
acres on the north-eastern bank of the 
River Mersey, and it is the focus of the 
Port of Liverpool. It is a fan-shaped area, 
with a river frontage of some 12 miles, 
and a maximum depth of about six miles. 

Prior to 1835 the Parish of Liverpool 
comprised only 1,866 acres, centred around 
what is now the Pier Head, but in that 
year the town’s area was nearly doubled 
by the addition of the adjoining townships 
of Kirkdale and Everton, with parts of 
West Derby and Toxteth Park. The 
boundaries were progressively extended 
until the present area was reached in 1952 
by the addition of 454 acres in the parishes 
of Hale and Halewood. 

The town rises gradually from the river 
to a ridge which runs from Everton in the 
north, where the 225ft. contour is reached, 
to Woolton in the south, where a 275ft. 
contour indicates the highest ground

within the city boundary. East of this 
ridge the levels fall away until the 50ft. 
contour is crossed in the vicinity of the 
boundary at Fazakerley and the 25ft. 
contour is reached at Gateacre. The 
natural drainage of the western portion 
of the city is thus by gravity to the river, 
whereas the eastern portion drains inland. 

The city is built up almost to its 
boundaries and in consequence there is 
an acute shortage of land for future 
development. This has had a profound 
effect upon the proposals contained in the 
development plan and is particularly re- 
flected in the limited provision it has been 
possible to make for open space, especially 
in the more central areas of the city. 

The Corporation owns approximately 
8,100 acres of land within the city 
boundary, or about 30 per cent. of the 
area for which it is the local planning 
authority. 

The survey of existing land use which 
preceded the preparation of the develop- 
ment plan clearly shows the results of the 
rapid and unplanned development of the 
past, especially in the older parts of the 
city, the intermixture of conflicting uses 
presenting a serious planning problem. 
Common examples of such conflict are the 
intrusion of industry into residential areas 
and the intrusion of dwelling houses into 
industrial areas, the latter condition being 
found frequently in the vicinity of the 
docks. 

Road System 

An efficient system of communications 
is essential to the well-being of any city, 
and therefore the fundamental planning 
problem is the rectification and develop- 
ment of the road system, which at the 
present time is inadequate for the volume 
of traffic it is required to carry. This is 
particularly so in the central business area 
of the city, where there is serious con- 
gestion, especially at peak hours. 

The main radial roads in the outskirts 
are generally of sufficient width, the more 
modern sections having dual carriageways, 
but the older sections of these roads, 
nearer to the centre of the city, are too 
narrow for present conditions, and the 
routes are often indirect. As the volume 
of traffic increases, the congestion will 
become more serious unless the existing 
road structure is improved and supple- 
mented by a number of new routes. 

Liverpool is principally deficient in ring 
roads to cater for the needs of north-south 
traffic and to act as distributive by-passes, 
although as already stated it possesses in 
Queens Drive an excellent example of this 
type of road. 

The general main road pattern may be 
reduced schematically to a series of radial 
roads centred on the Pier Head, one ring 
road (Queens Drive) which intersects the 
radials at points between three and four 
miles from the Pier Head, and a number 
of cross connections. The actual routes 
deviate from the schematic pattern in the 
central area, and the existing svstem is 
deficient in cross connections. The river 
barrier on the west is at present crossed 
by one route, the Queensway Road Tunnel, 
and consideration is being given to the 
provision of a second crossing. 

Serious traffic congestion occurs in the 
central business area of the city, especially 
at peak hours, and this is attributed to 
two main causes. The first of these is the 
reduction of the effective width of the 
carriageway by the parking of vehicles 
alongside the kerbs. The second is the 
use of the roads in this area by traffic 
which has no business in it and which 
would not enter if satisfactory alternative 
routes were available. 

The existing road system includes one 
trunk road (Walton Hall Avenue—East 


Lancashire Road, between Queens Drive 
and the city boundary) and at March 31, 
1960, comprised the following types:

These figures are exclusive of 45.23 miles 
of unclassified roads which are unadopted. 


Car Parks in Central Area 


The solution to the first cause of traffic 
congestion is considered to be the pro- 
hibition of waiting in certain main roads 
in the central area, and orders have been 
approved by the Minister of Transport 
accordingly. The provision of adequate 
and suitably located car parks, however, 
is a necessary corollary. 

Car parking is a problem which must 
be dealt with in conjunction with other 
traffic engineering questions and a solution 
must be found in each town if the centre 
is to be used efficiently. It is futile to 
construct new roads and widen the 
old if the effective width is to be reduced 
by the parking of cars on each side. 

Adequate public car parking facilities 
must be provided and these may be sub- 
divided into three types: 

(1) Parking in certain streets, the basis 
of selection being that parking would 
not lead to traffic congestion. These 
would be controlled by parking 
meters. 

(2) Surface car parks. 

(3) Multi-storey car parking buildings. 

Sites in the ownership of the Corpora- 
tion have been earmarked for four 
multi-storey car parking buildings, and 
negotiations are proceeding with private 
parties for the leasing of two of these sites 
for the erection of the necessary buildings, 
in one case to accommodate 280 and in 
the other 350 cars. In each case petrol 
and service facilities will be provided on 
the ground floor. 

All the sites are in close proximity to the 
Inner Ring Road and it is hoped that their 
use will reduce the number of vehicles 
entering the heart of the business and 
shopping area which it surrounds. 

A parking meter scheme is at present 
being prepared for submission to the 
Minister of Transport. 

In connection with the erection of new 
buildings it is now the practice of the 
Council to require provision to be made 
for car parking within the curtilage in 
appropriate cases. In the central area of 
the city this is normally made in the base- 
ment of the building. A rigid code is not 
enforced, each case being considered on its 
merits, but the car parking standards of 
the L.C.C. are used as a basis, for instance 
in the case of office buildings one car space 
per 2,000 sq. ft. of gross floor space is 
considered suitable. 

Liverpool has one large underground 
parking garage for 238 cars under a small 
city square constructed by the owners of 
the building which backs on to this square. 

In regard to the provision of private 
parking accommodation the author con- 
siders that Section 20 (2) (c) of the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1954, is par- 
ticularly valuable. This provides that 
“Compensation under this part of this Act 
shall not be payable in resvect of the 
imposition, on the granting of permission 
to develop land, of any condition relating 
to... the provision of facilities for the 
parking, loading, unloading or fueling of 
vehicles on the land”. 

The Council’s proposed solution to the 
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second cause of the congestion, i.e., the use 
of the roads in the central area by through 
traffic, is the provision of an Inner Ring 
Road, and in view of the importance of 
this type of road to. local authorities 
generally the author proposes to deal with 
this project in some detail. 

The proposal to construct an. Inner Ring 
Road to enclose the central business and 
shopping area of the city is regarded by 
the Council as the most important of a 
number of measures necessary to relieve 
the increasing traffic congestion in that 
area and the approaches thereto. It is 
intended to function primarily as a distri- 
butive road to the perimeter of the central 
area and secondarily as a by-pass to deflect 
through traffic from that area. The 
function of the road and the volume of 
trafic expected to use it require that the 
road be designed as a free-flow highway 
composed of surface, elevated and de- 
pressed components connected to the basic 
radial routes by intersections designed on 
a grade separation basis. These con- 
siderations also require that access to the 
road be strictly limited and that pedestrian 
traffic across the road be confined to those 
points at which pedestrian crossing facili- 
ties are provided by subways or over 
bridges. 

The total length of the route is 4,000yd. 
or thereabouts. Of this, 383yd. on the 
Strand and Goree portion of the route 
have already been widened to dual car- 
riageway and improved to an interim 
standard. It is now proposed to construct 
the section, 1,583yd. in length, extending 
from Tithebarn Street at Moorfields to 
Lime Street at London Road, provision 
for which was made in the first five-year 
programme of the Development Plan. The 
selection of this section was based on the 
fact that its construction will connect vital 
points in the existing road pattern and 
provide substantial and immediate relief 
of traffic congestion. 

The construction of this portion of the 
route will link the west and east sections, 
and will bring the greater part of the 
whole route into partially effective use as 
a perimeter road to the central area of the 
city. In addition, it will provide satis- 
factory connections with three of the six 
basic radial routes which converge on the 
central area, i.e. Vauxhall Road, Scotland 
Road and Islington, and will facilitate the 
carrying out of improvements to access 
and egress arrangements at the Kingsway 
terminal of the Mersey Tunnel. 

Extensive investigation incorporating an 
origin and destination census and analysis 
has been carried out with particular regard 
to the portion of the road now under 
consideration, and from results of this 
investigation the widths of carriageways 
and layout of interchanges necessary to 
accommodate the estimated future traffic 
volumes have been decided and agreed 
with the engineers of the Ministry of 
Transport. 

At the time of writing the Fine Art 
Commission are considering the impact 
of the Inner Ring Road on the amenities 
of the city centre and in particular on the 
cultural civic buildings in the area near 
the Mersey Tunnel portal (William Brown 
Street). 


Engineering Aspects First Section 


General 

The road is to be dual carriageway 
throughout, and carriageway widths will 
vary between 24ft. and 33ft. depending 
on the calculated volume of traffic. Link 
roads at intersections have also been 
designed to accommodate the varying 
volumes of turning traffic. 

Pedestrians will be provided with 10ft. 
to 15ft. wide footpaths along each side 
of the road, and facilities for crossing the 
road, by means of subways or footbridges, 
will be available at carefully chosen loca- 
tions. 

Except for one exit at Standish Street, 
access to and egress from the road will 
be restricted to three points which are 
described in the ensuing paragraphs. All 
side roads which are severed by the pro- 
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posed works will be provided with either 
connecting service roads or turning spaces. 
Vauxhall Road Intersection 

Limitations imposed by new and im- 
portant buildings have restricted the size 
of a surface level junction at this inter- 
section to a 180ft. diameter roundabout 
with 40ft. wide carriageway. The weaving 
sections on such a roundabout would be 
quite unable to cope with the calculated 
future volume of traffic wishing to use 
them and it is necessary therefore to 
introduce grade separation for the main 
through flow from Tithebarn Street to 
Marybone. A flyover to take this flow 
over the roundabout was considered and 
rejected because the existence of adverse 
gradients each side of the junction would 
entail excessively long approach ramps. 
The alternative is to provide an underpass 
for through traffic and this has been 
incorporated in the design. 


Scotland Road Intersection 


Calculations of future traffic volume at 
this intersection reveal that a surface level 
junction of most uneconomical size would 
be necessary to cope with the flow. Such 
a junction would in any case be inefficient 
and would slow down movement to the 
point where traffic would back up and 
block the lanes feeding it. 

By providing a flyover for east-west and 
west-east traffic, the position is improved, 
but it is still quite uneconomical to design 
a surface level complement to the flyover. 

It is therefore necessary to provide a 
through route for north-south and south- 
north traffic by way of an underpass from 
Byrom Street to Scotland Road. 

Turning traffic remaining after extracting 
through flow can then be accommodated 
on a surface level unsymmetrical round- 
about, each leg being separately designed 


to cope with the calculated volume of 
traffic. 
Scotland Road Improvement 

Following from the need to provide 


direct north-south traffic with a depressed 
road under the Inner Ring Road inter- 
section, it becomes necessary to provide 
access and egress ramps to and from 
surface level in Scotland Road and Byrom 
Street. As carriageways for traffic remain- 
ing at surface level have also to be 
provided, a total width to accommodate 
four carriageways and two footpaths has 
to be allowed for in deciding upon the 
required improvement width. 


Islington Intersection 


Proximity of the intersection to St. Anne 
Street/Norton Street and the County 
Sessions House, completely precludes any 
possibility of designing an adequate surface 
level junction. The unusual disposition of 
the various desirable directions of ap- 
proach to and from the _ intersection 
severely restricts scope in design. Follow- 
ing consideration of several alternatives, 
the author considers that the design now 
adopted is the most economical and 
efficient which can be obtained. 

Traffic to and from the north and Lime 
Street is provided with free flow by an 
elevated road over Islington. Traffic to 
and from the Mersey Tunnel and Islington, 
which eventually is to be a dual-carriage- 
way main route, is provided with free flow 
by a depressed road under the Inner Ring 
Road. In addition, traffic from Islington 
wishing to use the Ring Road in either 
direction is provided with free-flowing 
access. Traffic already on the Ring Road 
may similarly leave from either direction 
to Islington. 

It is anticipated that the combined effect 
of the scheme, in conjunction with other 
measures relating to the routeing of traffic 
inside the central area, will result in a 
marked decrease in traffic congestion 
within the area and in the northern and 
eastern approaches thereto. 


Basic Road Proposals 


The policy adopted in preparing all the 
road proposals is to utilise the lines of 
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existing roads wherever possible, so that 
less disturbance will be caused in carrying 
out the scheme than would be the case if 
a totally new system of roads were to be 
proposed. Moreover, it will generally 
result in each length of improved road 
becoming immediately available for use, 
and facilitate the gradual implementation 
of the proposals as redevelopment pro- 
ceeds. 

The application of this policy results in 
the basic road proposals being constituted 
as follows:

Secondary Road System 


The development plan indicates a 
secondary road system of major local 
traffic roads within the framework formed 
by the basic routes. With the exception 
of the ring roads, the basic roads are 
essentially long distance routes, whereas 
the major local traffic roads are in some 
cases short connections between basic 
roads, and in others long subsidiary routes 
intended to provide for the major local 
trafic requirements of the areas lying 
between basic routes. Whereas it is a 
fundamental principles of the basic roads 
that they should form the boundaries of 
self-contained communities, thereby re- 
ducing to a minimum the necessity for 
pedestrians to cross them, the major local 
traffic roads are planned to intersect these 
community units for the purpose of pro- 
viding the main means of traffic distribu- 
tion within them. 


Road Widths 


The Council’s intentions are that all 
basic roads should be of sufficient width 
to accommodate dual carriageways if 
necessary, while it is assumed that these 
will not be required for major local traffic 
roads. In accordance with this policy, 
the practicable minimum width of a basic 
road is considered to be 80ft., but a 
standard of 120ft. is envisaged. The 
desirable minimum width of a major local 
traffic road is regarded as 60ft., and where 
an existing road is required to be widened 
or a new road constructed, a maximum 
width of 80ft. is considered appropriate. 


Mersey Road Tunnel 


A unique traftic problem arises from the 
city’s position on the eastern bank of the 
River Mersey, in conseauence of which 
any road to the west must be in the form 
of a bridge or tunnel. In 1934 the 
Queensway Road Tunnel provided a direct 
road connection between Liverpool and 
Birkenhead for the first time, and it has 
proved an invaluable link between Lanca- 
shire and Cheshire at this point. In addi- 
tion to the main tunnel, entered at Kings- 
way, a branch tunnel serves the docks by 
means of the New Quay entrance. 

A second Mersey crossing is now re- 
quired to relieve the peak hour congestion 
and to cater for future traffic. A con- 
ference of Merseyside authorities is at 
present considering a comprehensive report 
on this problem, and a bridge has beer 
recommended by the consulting engineers 
(Mott, Hay and Anderson).

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HIGHWAY MAINTENANCE IN DEVON 
Floods Hit Normal Works Programme 


— year ended March 31, 1961, will 
- be remembered in Devon for the 
severe damage and dislocation of road 
services caused by the autumn and win- 
ter floods, states Mr. R. B. Carnegie, 
C.B.E., county surveyor, in his recently 
published annual report. 

“Serious flooding occurred in the county 
on September 30 
and October 1 and 
again on October 
6/7, followed by 
widespread floods 
later in October 
and early Decem- 
ber,” says Mr. 


Carnegie. “The 
most severe flood- 
ing was concen- 
trated in the 
Exeter, Exmouth, 
Topsham, Wood- 
bury. Honiton, 


Crediton, Newton 
Abbot, Torring- 
ton, Tiverton, 
Colyford, Ax- 
mouth and Bren- 
don areas, and very extensive damage 
was caused to many roads and bridges. At 
one time over 100 county roads were com- 
pletely blocked by land slides and slips of 
hedgebanks. All surveyors in the county 
made it their immediate task to ensure that 
all blocked roads were opened to traffic 
at the earliest possible date. 

“I have already submitted a comprehen- 
sive report upon the flooding to the County 
Council and I do not propose to repeat 
the details except to record that the re- 
sultant repairs to roads, bridges, culverts, 
etc., necessitated supplementary estimates 
amounting to near £170,000. This addi- 
tional emergency work has kept all mem- 
bers of my staff working at high pressure 
and for long hours throughout the winter 
months. It has been necessary in some 
instances to engage outside contractors to 
assist on emergency works. It has also 
caused serious interruption of our normal 
works programme, and delayed the com- 
pletion of many schemes which should 
have been proceeding at the time.” 

Following are further extracts from Mr. 
Carnegie’s annual report: 





R. B. CARNEGIE 


Improvement Schemes 


During the current year 88 classified 
road schemes of various sizes have been 
completed by direct labour, a further 15 
by delegated authorities and eight more by 
claiming authorities. The total would have 
been higher if there had not been con- 
siderable delays due to the extremely wet 
autumn and winter, and to the additional 
work made necessary because of the flood 
damage. 

The largest scheme in hand is the new 
Clyst St. Mary By-pass, estimated cost 
£139,563. The scheme consists of dual 


24ft. width carriageways commencing near 
Sandy Gate Farm at the Exeter approach 
and terminating at a roundabout on the 
Exmouth Road. A single 33ft. carriageway 
continues in the direction of Lyme Regis 
and the realigned road to Exmouth, 24ft. 
wide, is one of a future dual carriageway 
system. Link roads connect Clyst St. Mary 
village with the new by-pass at the round- 
about, and the Lyme Regis Road at the 
White Lodge. 

Work on this scheme was commenced 
in June, 1960, and despite the wet weather, 
resulting in extensive flooding on the site 
during the autumn and winter, progress 
has been highly satisfactory. 

In September the Ministry of Transport 
provided a special grant of £94,800 for 
works which could be substantially com- 
pleted before the end of the financial year. 
With the corresponding rate contribution 
this enabled work totalling £108,000 to be 
put in hand for the county, and £32,000 
for Torquay and 6,500 for Paignton, the 
claiming authorities. Schemes for which 
land was readily available had to be 
brought forward for this purpose, showing 
the advantage of purchasing land in 
advance of requirements. 


Agricultural Roads 


The almost unprecedented wet weather 
seriously hampered execution of the agri- 
cultural schemes this year, because the 
type of road involved is generally located 
on high ground, often between Devon 
hedge banks, and suffering from inadequate 
drainage. 

The authorised programme, as_ the 
following summary shows, has, however, 
been completed: Estimate — £50,000; 
schemes carried out —14 road improve- 
ments (four cattle grids); mileage improved 

-17.93 miles (unclassified county roads), 
3.62 miles (private roads). 

Gross expenditure in Devon over the 
four-year period since the Agriculture 
(Improvement of Roads) Act was put into 
operation is now approximately £215,000, 
of which £70,000 is paid by the county. 
The total mileage covered by these im- 
provement schemes is 94.5, in the propor- 
tions of 84.33 miles unclassified and 10.28 
miles private. The private roads are, of 
course, adopted as vublic highways after 
completion of the works. In addition to 
the road improvements, 11 cattle grids 
have been constructed all on unclassified 
roads. The average cost per mile was 
£2,243 of which the county bears £741 per 
mile. 

Now that a considerable mileage of 
hitherto difficult or impassable rural roads 
has been brought uv to a satisfactory 
standard, it is beginning to be apparent 
that increased public use is already being 
made in some cases. This may point to 
the desirability of consideration being 
given to some, at least, of these improved 
roads being submitted to the Ministry of 
Transport for up-grading to Class III. 


I understand that the allocation of funds 
to Devon under the Agriculture (Improve- 
ment of Roads) Act, 1955, is the highest 
in the country. I consider these road 
improvement schemes to be of great im- 
portance. 

Plant 


The following table shows the total 
items of plant owned and operated by the 
roads department: 

Rollers—steam, 34; diesel and petrol, 
25; footpaths and vibrating, 23. 

Lorries, etc.—7-ton diesels, nine; 4/5-ton 
petrol, 101; 2/3-ton petrol, 16; tractors, 
34; vans, 46; 20-ton low loader, one.

Quarry plant (complete, consisting of 
primary and secondary crushers, screens, 
driers, mixers, steam and diesel engines, 
electric motors, tar and bitumen boilers), 
three. 

Clarmac bitumen heating plant—one 
plant with two tanks of 5,000 gallons 
capacity each. 

The valuation of the above plant, which 
is written down each year, was approxi- 
mately £160,000 at March 31, 1961. 


Laboratory 


The testing of supplies of material for 
roadworks continued during the year. The 
mobile laboratory began operations and 
proved highly successful, as tests on site 
gave immediate results, and supplies were 
corrected, when necessary, before appre- 
ciable quantities of sub-standard material 
were delivered. 

Because of the large road mileage in the 
county, and with surfacing work often 
being carried out simultaneously in all the 
14 divisions, it is impossible for the mobile 
laboratory to test all the material being 
supplied. It is intended, therefore, to train 
an assistant to work at the existing static 
laboratory at the Central Repair Depot, 
Pinhoe. Here samples sent in by the divi- 
sional surveyors will be tested and a check 
kept on the quality of material supplied 
to sites not visited by the mobile labora- 
tory. In the event of unsatisfactory results 
the mobile laboratory will be sent im- 
mediately to exercise local control. During 
the year covered by this report 696 samples 
were tested, of which 94 failed to comply 
with the appropriate British Standard 
Specification. 





A.A. TO OPEN SIX NEW OFFICES 


Large-Scale Expansion Programme 


IX new offices are planned by the 

Automobile Association as part of 

a large-scale programme of expansion 

and decentralisation to be carried out 
Over the next few years. 

A major part of the project, involving 
a capital sum of about £750,000, will be 
the completion of a group of “satellite 
headquarters” round London to form a 
ring between Fanum House, Leicester 
Square, and the A.A. area offices already 


in operation at Guildford, Maidstone, 
Chelmsford and Reading. 

The first of the new satellites is already 
in operation at Stanmore. Soon there will 
be another at Teddington to serve the 
growing number of A.A. members in south- 
west London, south Middlesex and Metro- 
politan Surrey. Planning permission has 
been sought for a five-storey building, 
complete with two-tier parking arrange- 
ments, on the site of the Savoy Cinema, 
where demolition work has already started. 





A completely new provincial headquarters 
building is to be opened in York to serve 
the North and East Ridings of Yorkshire. 
A property has been acquired close to the 
City Centre, and development awaits plan- 
ning permission. 

Another new A.A. office is to be opened 
in Norwich, as a replacement for the -exist- 
ing area headquarters. Redevelopment of 
a nearby property will be carried out 
during the next 12 months. 


Tonbridge U.D.C. is to hold an archi- 
tectural competition for the design of a 
civic centre on the Upper Castle playing 
fields.

Notebook... 


A* was confidently anticipated at the 
beginning of the year, building con- 
tractors are going through an exceptionally 
active period. In terms of money the first 
quarter of this year resulted in work being 
done to the estimated value of £561m. 
New industrial work carried out for private 
developers went up by £3m. to a total of 
£96m. This compares with a figure of 
£75m. in the first quarter of last year. 
Private housing work goes on rising 
steadily—£102m., compared with £88m. a 
year ago. Housing carried out for public 
authorities remains virtually static. 

One of the most interesting aspects of 
these figures, issued by the Ministry of 
Works, is that section concerned with the 
volume of work done by direct labour 
departments. The figure for the first quarter 
of 1961 is £108m. It was £109m. in the 
last quarter of 1960 and £107m. in the first 
quarter of that year. These figures seem 
to suggest that the rise in direct labour 
activities in recent years has been halted. 
Could it be that local authorities here 
and there are beginning to appreciate the 
inherent weaknesses and deficiencies of the 
system? 

One of them may be at Portsmouth, for 
I note that the Portsmouth Group Hospital 
Management Committee proposes a cut in 
the direct labour force employed on 
hospital buildings and maintenance. It has 
been explained to the committee that the 
number of direct labour staff should be 
reduced by 11 and that the permanent two 
hours of overtime should be stopped. 
Together this would mean a saving of 
between £12,500 and £15,000 a year. This 
re-arrangemeent is proposed because it is 
considered that last year “the men 
worked their materials out in the early 
part of the year and in the latter part 
had to slacken off, and this has been very 
expensive.” 

While the Portsmouth Group Hospital 
Management Committee seems to be taking 
a realistic view of direct labour, I am 
wondering what my readers will think 
about the apparent attitude of the Hackney 
Borough Council. In that metropolitan 
borough there is published at regular 
intervals a publication known as_ the 
Hackney Civic News. In the May edition 
an article on extensions to council housing 
estates starts: “Once more the value of 


the council’s direct labour scheme 
has proved itself.” Of course, it 
hasn’t done anything of the kind. It has 
merely submitted the lowest tender in 


competition with several building firms. 
I am grateful to Mr. John Boast, of North 
London, for pointing out to me that there 
is no guarantee that Hackney’s direct 
labour department will keep within its 
tender price, nor that the ratepayers of 
that borough will not ultimately be called 
upon to foot extra costs that may arise 
from mistakes on the job or increases in 
the costs. 

Mr. Boast points out a more intriguing 
feature of this news item. It is that the 
Hackney Civic News is an official publica- 
tion of the borough council and that the 
cost of its production is included in the 
rates. On this count the near praising of 
Labour Party doctrines in the publication 
seems inappropriate and the Town Clerk 
of Hackney may like to comment on the 
matter, 

New Claim on the Way? 


HE building unions are now closing 
their ranks and forming up in pre- 
paration for another wages battle at the 
end of the year. Hard on the heels of a 
decision by the A.S.W. at their recent 
conference to press for a further wage 
increase on top of the 6d. already due on 
October 2 next, the Amalgamated Union of 
Building Trade Workers has been dealing 


with over 20 motions for pay increases at 
its annual conference at Whitby. As the 
A.S.W. and the A.U.B.T.W. together 
control about half of the voting power 
within the National Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives, it seems likely that the 
parent organisation will be persuaded to 
submit a wage claim in the usual way, 
whether it will be advisable to do so or not. 

If the operatives’ leaders do submit a 
claim they probably know before they start 
that time and circumstances are not all 
that much on their side. The public will 
not, unless I am much mistaken, smile 
benevolently on a claim for higher building 
wages lodged within a month or two of 
them being asked to pay for a 6d. an hour 
increase and a two-hour deduction in the 
working week. 

The operatives may argue that in view 
of the time between the decision and its 
execution, as demonstrated on the occasion 
of the last wage claim, the sooner they get 
a new claim into orbit the better. If this 
is to be the spirit in which they submit 
another claim, and it may well be, then 
there may be less risk of it back-firing. 

For the record I think that those 
operatives who are being led to persuade 
people that they have had no increase in 
wages for 18 months should have their 
ears tweaked. There was, after all, a cost- 
of-living sliding scale increase of 4d. in 
February last. 


é em we has just been published a report 
of a_ British Trade and Industries 
Mission of businessmen and industrialists 
who visited Iraq in the early part of this 
year. It makes interesting reading for those 
building and contracting firms who carry 
out Overseas contracts. One of the members 
of the mission was Mr. N. O. K. Johnson, 
overseas contracts manager of Balfour 
Beatty and Co., Ltd. 

There is plenty of scope for business 
connected with Iraq’s programme of 
industrialisation and development. Some of 
it is being carried out with help from 
Russia and other Eastern European 
countries, but this is only a fraction of the 
expansion envisaged. With oil revenues at 
a high level, Iraq’s foreign exchange 
position is sound and provides a solid basis 
for the country’s development. There 
seems to be no reason why overseas con- 
tracting firms here should not compete for 
the construction work that is bound to be 
involved, particularly as the Iraquis seem 
to have made it clear that an important 
part of the development work will be avail- 
able for foreign civil engineering con- 
tractors and that they propose to revise 
their conditions of contract accordingly. 

It is of interest to note that the mission 
had discussions, among others, with the 
Iraqi Ministers of Industry, Trade, Plan- 
ing, Works and Housing, and Communica- 
tions, and with their senior officials. Talks 
were also held with officials of the 
Ministries of Defence, Health and Agrarian 
Reform, the Agricultural Bank, the Rail- 
ways Administration and the Industrial 
Bank. These give some idea of the wide 
range of possibilities ahead in the con- 
struction field. 


Firm Warning 


\ Y note of a month or so ago about 
4 ithe difficulties being experienced by 
the Portsmouth Corporation in getting 
contractors to tender in sufficient numbers 
for its construction contracts has had a 
sequel. Mr. Kenneth Privett, M.A., 
F.I.0.B., the President of the lively Ports- 
mouth Builders’ Association has written to 
the corporation making it clear that his 
members wish to see the apprenticeship 
clause retained in corporation contracts 
(the corporation's idea had been to remove 
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it in order to encourage large national 
contracting firms to compete for its work), 
but are unhappy about firm price tender- 
ing. 

““We should,” writes Mr. Privett, “ be 
sorry to see the apprenticeship clause 
deleted from your contracts, because we are 
sure that it is not only beneficial to the 
building trade that boys should be thus 
employed, but it also assists your corpora- 
tion to fulfil its obligations in regard to 
further education and youth employment 
in the City.” 

Mr. Privett then goes on to say that the 
members of his association consider that 
one of the main disadvantages of corpora- 
tion tenders is the adherence to the clause 
which requires firm prices. In these un- 
certain times, he point out, it is asking a 
great deal of anyone to commit themselves 
to firm estimates over a period of up to 
two years, when there is a possibility of 
increases in wages and materials, due not 
only to the rise in the cost of living, but 
also to acute shortages of labour— 
factors over which a contractor has no 
control. 

This attitude towards firm price tender- 
ing is indicative of the general disgruntle- 
ment of many contractors in all parts of 
the country. It cannot be taken as any- 
thing other than a serious warning to 
building owners and architects who are 
beginning to get into the habit of thinking 
that firm price tenders are their’s by right. 
Building firms could refuse to give firm 
prices tomorrow if they wished, but so far 
the builders’ official national policy remains, 
I learn, in support of firm prices, despite 
the inability or unreadiness of most build- 
ing owners and their architects, official as 
well as private, to provide building con- 
tractors with proper documentation when 
inviting tenders and to accept a tender 
without delay. Mr. Privett’s letter suggests 
to me that unless there is an improvement 
in the behaviour of the industry’s clients 
in this respect then the day may not be 
long distant when the official policy of the 
builders will have to be reviewed. If this 
should be so it would be a pity, for my 
information is that everyone, builders 
included, recognises the merits of the firm 
price system. 


Painting Tenders 


HILST on the subject of tendering I 
note that a warning has gone out 
from Mr. E. W. Cartlidge, president of the 
National Federation of Master Painters and 
Decorators of England and Wales, and 
Mr. G. Greenhalgh, the new president of 
the Federation of Painting Contractors, 
regarding the damaging consequences to 
the whole of their section of the industry 
of the present tendency among firms to 
submit unbelievably low tenders. It seems 
that there never has been a time when the 
painting and decorating contracting 
industry has been so plagued with such 
unrealistic tendering as now. In fact, I 
am informed that in some prices at present 
being quoted for firm price contracts 
several of the firms involved are apparently 
ignoring the increase in wage rates due to 
come into operation in October. I also 
learn that the chief officer of an authority 
which places thousands of pounds worth 
of painting contracts every year has had 
quotations the lowest of which have 
frequently been no more than half the 
amount of the highest. Very often the 
lowest tenders have been from firms which 
he knows would do a satisfactory job, but 
which would quite obviously lose money 
in carrying it out. 

There may be several explanations of 
this. A perhaps less well publicised one 
is the inadequacy of many painting speci- 
fications. As a colleague in the trade 
indicated to me the other day, it is not 
unusual to see it stated in a specification 
that ceilings and walls have to be “ covered 
with emulsion” and other walls to be 
“covered with paper.” Just like that! 

It seems to me that the painting and 
decorating trade has got a big job on hand 
here. My advice, however, is that it should 
get its own house put in order first and 
improve its organisation. 
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MANCHESTER’S NEW COURTS OF JUSTICE 
£1,200,000 Building Faced in Portland Stone and Granite 


EW Courts of Justice built at 

Gartside Street, Manchester, for 
the City Corporation at a cost of about 
£1,200,000, were opened recently by 
H. M. The Queen. 


Replacing the Assize Courts, Strange- 
ways, the new courts are housed in a 
building, 289ft. long, 124ft. wide and 75ft. 
high, and faced in brick, Portland stone 
and Cornish de Lank granite. The building 
is of steel frame construction with rein- 
forced concrete and hollow tile floors and 
roofs and reinforced concrete stairs. All 
steelwork is encased in a minimum of 2in. 
thick concrete for fire resistance. 

The two public entrances, in Dolefield, 
lead into halls containing automatic lifts 
and stairs to the upper floors and cloak- 
rooms and give access to a range of rooms 
along the front of the building which 
include toilets for both sexes, and accom- 
modation for witnesses and medical 
inspection, and a sick room and children’s 
room. In the heart of the building beneath 
the criminal courts are the cells for the 
prisoners awaiting trial and suites of rooms 
for men and women prison officers. On

the south west side there is a covered 
enclosure where prison vehicles can be 
unloaded in security. 

Parallel to the Gartside Street front 
there is an internal service road off which 
there is a delivery bay and goods lift 
Serving all the upper floors. The rooms 
fronting the street comprise a suite of 
offices for the police, electricity sub-station, 
switch and battery rooms and cleaners and 
porters rooms. At the north east corner 
is the jurors entrance with lift and stairs 
to the upper floors. In the centre is the 
judges’ private entrance for use on other 
than ceremonial occasions, with a room for 
their attendants and lift and stairs to the 
judges suite of rooms on the floors above. 
At the south west corner is the barristers 
and solicitors entrance also with lift and 
Stairs to the professional suites on the 
upper floors. 

Beneath the ground floor is an extensive 
basement over the whole of the site. The 
Considerable excavation involved and the 
heavy retaining walls which enclose it 
were rendered necessary by the nature of 
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the ground, in order to reach a satisfactory 
foundation and also to provide the very 
large spaces required to house the thermal 
electric storage heating plant, and the 
elaborate ventilation and air conditioning 
plant as well as the engineers rooms, 
strong rooms, storage and the lift 
machinery which is placed in the basement 
in order to avoid ugly excrecencies above 
the flat roof. Provision has been made for 
subway connection to the future magis- 
trates court block and county court and 
coroner’s block which will flank the build- 
ing on the south west and north east. 

In the centre of the piers flanking the 
central approach is a broad flight of steps 
leading up to the ceremonial entrance on 
the first floor. Beneath these steps are 
secondary entrances for spectators. 

The first floor is the principal floor 
where are situated the three criminal 
courts and three civil courts on either side 
of the central axis. The court adjacent to 
the south west end of the building ‘s 
occupied by the recorder’s court and that 
at the opposite end is the chancery court; 
both these courts are fitted with double 
glazing in the interests of sound insulation. 
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On either side of the processional 
corridor are the two largest courts, one for 
criminal cases and the other a civil court; 
they adjoin smaller courts for the same 
purposes but provision has been made 
below so that the second civil court could 
be used as a criminal court by the erection 
of a demountable dock. The courts are 
furnished in walnut with coloured hide 
seating . The four centre courts are top 
lit from large laylights. 

All these courts are entered from the 
great hall, 225ft. long, 22ft. wide and 28ft. 
high which extends the whole length of 
the elevation to Dolefield, with lift and 
stair halls at either end where the second 
floor halls afford views along the whole 
length of this concourse. The whole of the 
area between the structural piers on the 
external side is filled with polished plate 
glass. On the inner side are the entrances 
to the various courts and between them is 
fixed leather upholstered seating and a 
background of polished walnut knuckle 
bone strip panelling over an acoustical 
absorbent, 
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The floor of the great hall is in marble 
tiles in a decorative pattern. Piers between 
the windows are faced with polished Port- 
land stone. The central ceremonial 
entrance is emphasised by a triple arched 
aluminium canopy supported on ornamental 
raking standards surmounted by gilded 
eagles from the civic badge. 

In addition to the processional corridor 
there are corridors at each end which lead 
to the professional corridor at the rear of 
the courts, extending the whole length of 
the Gartside Street front between the two 
lift and stair halls. 

Behind the bench in each court there is 
a judge’s room and a jury room, both with 
toilet accommodation en suite. All the 
courts and judges’ and jury rooms are fully 
air-conditioned, and are treated to provide 
the best possible acoustic conditions. From 
the central corridor there are stairs to the 
witnesses rooms and other rooms on the 
ground floor and also to the public galleries 
of the two largest courts. 

The second floor extends along the 


Gartside Street frontage and the two ends 
of the building, the great hall on the Dole- 
field frontage extending through two floors. 









These floors contain offices and the judges’ 
dining room. On the Dolefield frontage 
at the third floor level are the barristers 
lounge and dining room, a large public 
restaurant and a suite consisting of ante- 
room committee room and retiring room 
which could also be used for court pur- 
poses when required. 

The fourth floor extends over the central 
spine of the building and mainly houses 


the water tanks and the service lift 
machinery. 

Heating and Air Conditioning 
The heating and hot water supply 


installation is on electric thermal off-peak 
storage, with mid-day boost, the plant 
being designed to be fully automatic in 
operation. The heating consists of ceiling, 
floor and wall panel installations, and also 
provides hot water for the heating batteries 
for the ventilation. 

There are four electrode boilers each 
rated at a maximum of 600-kW on an 
electrical supply of 415 volts, three-phase,

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EFFECT OF NEW RATE OF INTEREST ON 
LOCAL AUTHORITY FLATS 


p pORInc question time in the Com- 
mons last week, Mr. Frank Allaun 
asked the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
what would be the total cost to a local 
authority of a £2,600 multi-storey flat 
after interest had been paid for 60 years 
at the new Public Works Loan Board 
rate of 6} er cent.; and how much per 
week the interest charge involved. 

Replied the Economic Secretary, Mr. 
A. Barber: The total costs of borrowing 
£2,600 repayable by half-yearly annuities 
over 60 years would amount to £10,000. 
The average weekly interest charges on 
such borrowing would amount to £2 7s. 4d. 

Mr. Allaun: Are not those staggering 
figures? Is the Minister aware that if 
the repayment charge is added, the total 
loan charge would be £3 4s. per week even 
without rates and repairs? Does he admit 
that this intolerable burden, for which the 
Government’s financial policy is respon- 
sible, has halved the council house build- 
ing during the last six years and has 
shocked house buyers too? 

Mr. Barber: There is another aspect to 
this matter. Housing provided in accord- 
ance with the Government’s housing policy, 
including the multi-storey flats which are 
referred to in the Question, attracts a sub- 
stantial subsidy from my right hon. Friend 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. This considerably reduces the 
amount of rent which a council needs to 
charge. 


Housing Loans 

Mr. Barber later rejected a suggestion 
from Mr. Allaun that the 3 per cent. 
housing loans, available to local authorities 
up to 1951, should be restored. He said 
it would cost the Exchequer roughly £8m. 
per year to allow the Public Works Loan 
Board to make 60-year loans to local 
authorities at 3 per cent., instead of the 
current rate of 6} per cent. in respect of 
the 142,500 or so council houses now 
under construction. 


Hospital Building 
Mr. Boydon asked the Minister of Works

one boiler being a standby. The boiler 
loads can be varied from 110 per cent. of 
the full load rating down to a minimum 
of 3 per cent. 

A motorised modulating three-way valve 
is provided on the primary storage and in 
conjunction with a flow thermostat and 
electronic control ensures that if the water 
leaving the electrode boiler is not up to 
storage temperature, the valve will by-pass 
the storage vessels leaving the system on 
full recirculation until the water is up to 
temperature. The valve will then modulate 
allowing sufficient water to be recirculated 
to ensure that low temperature water can- 
not be introduced into the top of the 
storage vessels. 

Nine mild steel horizontal storage vessels 
are provided with a total storage capacity 
of 60,000 gallons of water at 250 degrees F. 
These vessels are covered with one layer 
of 2in. thick resin bonded glass silk slabs, 
finished with a 4in. thick hard setting com- 
position reinforced with wire netting. 

Two circulating water pumps of the 
centrifugal direct driven type are provided. 
Duty is 684 g.p.m. against a 26ft. head, and 
anti-vibration mountings and connections 
are fitted to eliminate noise and vibration. 

The hot water supply consists of two 
100-kW electric immersion heater banks, 
one being standby in a 3,000-gallon copper 
storage vessel, storing water at 200 degrees 
F. Duplicate centrifugal super silent 
pumps, each with a duty of 20 g.p.m. 


what percentage of the nation’s building 
capacity he expected the hospital building 
programme to take up in 1962-63, 1963-64, 
and 1964-65, respectively. 

The Parliamentary Secretary, Mr. R. 
Thompson, in a written answer replied 
that the programme had taken up approxi- 
mately one per cent. of the capacity of 
the industries during the year ended 
March, 1961. As the Minister of Health 
had stated in his announcement on January 
25, the programme was expected to rise. 
The capacity of the industries might also 
be expected to rise during the next four 
years and the percentage of this capacity 
taken by the hospital building programme 
was unlikely to change appreciably. 


Tay Road Bridge 


Questioned about the Tay Road Bridge 
by Mr. G. M. Thomson, the Secretary of 
State for Scotland, Mr. John Maclay, said 
he doubted whether it would be practicable 
to advance the starting date of 1963. The 
date, which had been agreed with the local 
authorities concerned, had taken many fac- 
tors into account, such as the time neces- 
sary for them to take powers to prepare 
the engineering plans; and the competing 
claims of other road projects on funds. 


Worcester Link Road 

The Minister of Transport was asked by 
Mr. Nabarro if he would take steps to 
ensure that the proposed Worcester 
northern link road was completed as soon 
as possible after the opening of the M.5 

Replying, the Joint Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Transport, Mr. 
John Hay, said that they hoped shortly 
to make the order establishing the line 
of the road. They would then invite 
Worcestershire County Council to prepare 
the scheme to contract letting stage. 


Reflecting Studs 


Mr. Sorensen was informed by the 
Minister, Mr. Ernest Marples, that a rough 
estimate indicated that at least two-thirds 
of the trunk and class I roads which would 
benefit from having reflecting studs were 
already equipped with them. The average 


against a 5ft. head are fitted and all parts 
in contact with the water are in gunmetal.

Each of the six courts, together with its 
own judge and jury rooms, has its own 
separate air conditioning plant situated in 
the basement, which allows for varying 
conditions of occupancy. Fresh air is drawn 
in from two main air intakes on the roof 
through ducts into the basement plant 
room. Extract air from each court is dis- 
charged through ornamental grilles on the 
outside of the building, provision has also 
been made for recirculation according to 
weather conditions. 

Conditioned air designed to give a 
maximum temperature of 70 degrees F. in 
summer with a relative humidity of 50 per 
cent. and 67 degrees F. in winter, the 
humidity control in th latter case has been 
dispensed with. 

The conditioned air is introduced into 
each court through ceiling diffusers and 
extract air is taken out from beneath the 
judges benches. The concourse also has 
its own separate plant situated in the base- 
ment and supplies conditioned air to the 
same temperatures and humidity as to the 
six courts. The cell, amenities block and 
restaurant, have been designed to main- 
tain 67 degrees F. when the outside 
temperature is 32 degrees F. 

Finishing work remains to be done on 
several parts of the building and _ final 
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cost per mile of providing and laying the 
studs was £125. The estimated life of the 
metal part of the studs was about 20 years 
and of the rubber part about 4} years,

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PRECAST CONCRETE BLOCKS IN PACKS 


shai practice of supplying bricks in 
packs secured by a steel strap is 
well established and is now being ex- 
tended to precast concrete blocks of 
18in. by 9in. nominal size (BS. 2028). 
The advantages of packaging lie, as for 
packed bricks, in the efficiency with 
which the packs can be handled at all 
stages from the manufacturer to the 
bricklayer and in the low incidence of 
damage to individual blocks, the latter 
being of particular importance in view 
of the fragile nature of some of these 
products. 

Certain firms are supplying blocks in 
packs 36in. high, 9in. thick and about 
20in. wide (see Fig. 1). Typical arrange- 
ments of blocks of various thicknesses in 
packs are given in Table 1. 

The pack 36in. in height was adopted for 
the 18in. by 9in. blocks after trials carried 
out by the Building Research Station to 
determine the arrangement of blocks that 
would form a stable pack which could 


be transported and handled without 
damage. Also, since loose blocks are 
normally loaded about 36in. high on 


lorries, the pack adopted enables the same 
payload to be carried. 

The strap used to secure the pack should 
have adequate strength and be efficiently 
sealed. It is recommended that cold rolled 
steel strapping of 40-50 tons/sq. in. tensile 
strength be used as follows: 
for packs weighing 


up to 300Ib....4in. wide by .024in. thick 
300lb. to 400Ib....3in. wide by .024in. thick 
400lb. to 500Ib....3in. wide by .024in. thick 
Handling Block Packs 
Equipment already available to con- 
tractors for packed bricks can be used 
for handling packaged blocks. The tines 


of the standard barrow used for packed 
bricks can be quickly adjusted to a higher 
position to accept the block pack (see 
Fig. 1). When the pack barrow is used 
for unloading a lorry with the aid of a 
ramp, as in Fig. 2, one man can unload 
the packs and deposit them some 30ft. 
from the lorry at the rate of about 60 
packs per hour, If two ramps are used, 
up to four barrowmen can work without 
interference and unloading rates as high 
as 240 packs per hour are possible. The 
barrow is also used for loading packs on

to a hoist and for distributing them around 
the building to the bricklayers. 

If a crane is available, the packs can be 
lifted direct from the lorry with special 
lifting devices and thereby transferred to 
the building in one operation. Any further 
distribution of the packs that may then 
be required can be carried out with pack 
barrows. Lifting devices are available for 
handling either four or eight packs. In 
the four-pack model the counterbalanced 
doors of the safety cage are opened and 


hooks have to be engaged and disengaged 
for every load hoisted, three hook frames 
are provided, any one of which can be 
quickly attached to or detached from the 
main assembly. Thus it is possible for 
a second hook frame to be attached to a 
new load of eight packs while the crane 
is delivering the first, and similarly, when 
the first load is landed the crane can return 
with an empty frame without waiting for 
its load to be unhooked. The safety cages 
prevent any part of the Joad falling in the

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THIRD WORLD SAFETY CONGRESS 
By “ Dragee’’ 


HE triennial international safety 
conference has now become a well- 
established facet of world industry. So 
far, safety experts have gathered to- 
gether in Rome, Brussels and Paris 
and a very agreeable arrangement it is, 
too. On this most recent occasion, how- 
ever, Paris in the Spring was dis- 
appointingly cold and wet, so that—as 
one delegate put it—we were at least 
spared the embarrassment of returning 
to our hives with sunburnt visages. 


The Third World Congress on the Pre- 
vention of Occupational Risks—to give it 
its full title—-was organised by the National 
Safety Institute of France, in collabora- 
tion with the International Social Security 
Association and the International Labour 
Office, and was held at the splendid Palais 
de Chaillot. The main work of the con- 
ference was divided into ‘three committees 
dealing respectively with research, tech- 
nology, and medicine. Great Britain took 
part in the second of these, and for this 
purpose, at prescribed intervals, ithe dele- 
gates descended several flights of stone 
stairs—presumably as a qualifying test of 
endurance—and in due course the sur- 
vivors re-ascended the same stairs in 
search of nourishment, fresh air, and a 
glimpse of daylight. By way of a change, 
some of the delegates went up the Eiffel 
Tower, just to see what it felt like to 
ride in a lift. 


Training of Operatives 


Of necessity, many of the Papers dealt 
with accident prevention in very general 
terms, but it was interesting to find at least 
one speaker advocating the training of 
operatives as the most important element 
in the campaign against occupational 
dangers. “Safety can only be guarantéed,” 
said Mr. Ganser (France) “in spite of the 
precautions taken in the work, if the 
operator is filled with the sense of need 
for security.” Even so, I think that one 
would hesitate to “guarantee” safety under 
any conditions, and indeed we had the 
opinion of another French speaker who 
described some accidents to persons work- 
ing on scaffolding and ladders. He had 
come ito the conclusion that each of the 
accidents investigated had been caused by 
the sudden disappearance of the notion of 
safety “which must remain present in the 
mind of the worker, but which habit or an 
interesting task may obliterate.” If this 
is true, and I think it is, then I suggest 
that Mr. Ganser’s statement should be 
reversed to read: “In spite of the opera- 
tor’s sense of need for security, precautions 
(by the employer) must still be applied to 
the work.” It is precisely those lapses in 
the operator’s good sense which the 
physical safeguards are provided to guard 
against. 

Mr. Robert, head of the Safety and Work 


Hygiene department of the International 
Labour Office recalled that tthe I.L.O. in- 


cludes representatives of the workers, 
employers and governments at_ inter- 
national level, and went on to describe 


the current work of ithe International 
Labour Conference in many fields of acci- 
dent prevention. The speaker was con- 
cerned that in too many countries— 
particularly Africa, Asia, Latin America 
and even Europe, which are entering a 
phase of intense economic development, 
the accident frequency rate has shown an 
astonishing increase. He regretted that 
the trades unions only very rarely have a 
well defined policy in the field of preven- 
tion, and he welcomes the efforts of the 
few organisations which realise the need 
for the instruction of their members. 
Significantly, he adds: ‘The workers’ atti- 
tude is more influenced by the example 
of their work-mates than by the most 


sensible advice. One must therefore 
appeal to the esprit-de-corps of the 
workers.” If only he could tell us where 
to begin! 


Psychological Aspects 


The psychological aspect of accident pre- 
vention is an exceedingly important one, 
and an account of man’s relationship with 
his industrial environment was given by 
Professor Bergami of the University of 
Naples. He described how mankind had 
lived for centuries in a natural environ- 
ment, when he was able to overcome 
everyday difficulties. Now he has created 
new conditions and new risks, which lead 
him to demand of his neuro-muscular 
system an adjustment which is becoming 
more and more difficult. He asked: “does 
not this effort on the part of the human 
machine exceed its possibilities?” Professor 
Bergami proceeded to examine _ this 
question by considering man’s ability to 
receive outside information, and to decide 
and act on this information. Certain 
factors, such as fatigue, temperature, move- 
ment, colours and shapes, lighting and the 
disposition of objects in space were con- 
sidered. Professor Bergami concluded 
with a warning against drawing generalisa- 
tions from the research that has been done, 
but emphasised the value of the work of 
the psychologists in deteoting crises in the 
subconscious minds of the workers—crises 
which play a definite part in accidents. 


I may be a trifle difficult to convince 
in such matters, but watching a man on a 
building site near my office today making 
a near-suicidal attempt to carry three 
scaffold tubes up a ladder, I couldn’t help 
wondering which particular type of crisis 
he was suffering from at that moment, to 
make such an effort (and an abortive one) 
seem worthwhile! 

Turning to more practical matters, there 
was a reference to the study of slewing 
cranes made by Mr. Short of H.M. Factory 
Inspectorate.

COLOURING IN FACTORIES 
Factory Building Studies No. 8 


OLOUR in industry is not merely a form 
of decoration or even a “welfare” mea- 
sure. It has certain functions to perform 
and the factors that are important for 
practical success have been established. 
The latest report in the Factory Build- 
ing Studies series*, based on several years’ 
work on the use of colour in various types 
of building, is a concise guide for factory 
managements and their architects or colour 
consultants. It has two sections, both con- 
taining coloured illustrations. The first 
*Factory Building Studies No. 8, “Colouring 
in Factories,” published for D.S.1.R. by 
a price 7s. 6d. ($1.35 U.S.A.), by post 
#3. ° 


section describes the basic properties and 
effects of colours, linking them with cer- 
tain facts about human eye-sight, to form 
general principles for colour design. 
The second section explains the practi- 
cal application of these principles, starting 
with a description of British Standard 2660 
(“Colours for building and decorative 
paints”). It indicates stage by stage the 
way in which colours for each element of 
the interior become disciplined so that a 
picture is formed of the characteristics 
essential to good factory colouring. The 
examples are mainly for daylight but there 
are notes on the special problems arising 
where lighting is partly or wholly artificial. 
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suggested the launching of an annual 
international study on the frequency and 
causes of these accidents. Mr. Nickles 
(France) referred to the measures adopted 
in France concerning these cranes, and 
stated that certain standards of safety had 
been made compulsory by law. The French 
Ministry of Labour is now organising the 
training of crane operators, 

A speaker pointed out that the vertical 
and horizontal conveyance of materials is 
now done mostly by machines, the most 
important of which are cranes. He stressed 
the importance of the devices designed to 
maintain stability. Another speaker sug- 
gested that standards establishing the 
useful-performance load as a_ percentage 
of the overturning load should be unified 
at international level. He went on to 
mention the problem of free-fall, and was 
pleased that the contractors are following 
expert advice. A report was also submitted 
dealing with safety on sites where automa- 
tion methods were being used. The need 
for warning signals was stressed, but it 
was considered that acoustic signals were 
not enough. 

Machinery Guards 


An interesting point was raised in the 
course of a session dealing with machinery 
guards. Mr. Scarsini (Italy) made the 
observation tthat since the development of 
the Common Market, manufacturers have 
been led to buy machines abroad which 
do not comply with the standards of safety 
required in their own countries. He sug- 
gested that the I.L.O. should consider the 
unification of national regulations for the 
guarding of machinery. At another com- 
mittee a delegate had expressed the view 
that no machine should be delivered with- 
out safety devices; this being a principle 
which should be applied universally. 

I think that this would be a difficult 
principle to establish. In our country the 
employer has the primary duty of safe- 
guarding his workers, and the effect of 
placing a share of the responsibility for 
safety upon the manufacturers would, I 
feel weaken this well-founded policy. 
(There are already prohibitions under the 
Factories Acts and the Building Regula- 
tions regarding the sale or hiring of 
machines but these do not absolve em- 
ployers from their duty to fence dangerous 
parts.) 

Odd Spot No. 1 Mr. Kervran (France), 
who has carried out many experiments as 
a factory inspector, has discovered that 
welders using acetylene can suffer from 
carbon-monoxide poisoning without having 
ever inhaled carbon-monoxide. Sys- 
tematic research has shown that carbon- 
monoxide is formed in the body as the 
result of the molecular break-up of the 
nitrogen in the air when in contact with 
an incandescent metal acting as a catalyst. 

Odd Spot No. 2. Mr. Bertrand (France) 
recalled that an international commission 
which met in Paris last year proved that 
alcoholism was to blame for 15 per cent. 
of all occupational accidents. 

It would be interesting to know whether 
this fact influenced the decision to hold 
the Fourth World Conference in London

BUILDING CONSORTIUM FOR

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PRECAST FRAME AND WALL UNITS IN OFFICE 
AND LABORATORY BLOCK 


AN office and laboratory building re- 
cently built at Horsforth, near 
Leeds, for Sandoz Products, Ltd., com- 
pletes a £24 million development pro- 
gramme by the company, which was 
started in 1950. The company’s head- 
quarters on the 3l1}4-acre site now 
occupies a floor area of 360,000 sq. ft. 


The new building is L-shaped on plan 
with the administrative offices in one wing 
and the laboratories in the other. It has 
a precast concrete frame and precast con- 
crete wall units up to cill height on all 
four floors above ground level. 

For the foundation of the building 412 
reinforced concrete piles at an average 
length of 35ft. were necessary. The 
ground floor slab and retaining walls were 
made of in situ reinforced concrete and 
the precast upper floor units were pre- 
stressed. 


Basic Axial Unit 


A basic axial unit of 5ft. 8in. was chosen 
for the design. The structural columns 
are spaced at two axial units, i.e. 11ft. 4in. 
centres in the administrative wing, forming 
bays of 16ft. depth each side of the corri- 
dor, with a width of llft. between the 
centres of the columns. 


Three axial units of 5ft. 8in., 17ft. cen- 
tres, are between the structural columns 
in the laboratory wing, forming bays of 
28ft. depth on the north side. On the 
south side the 28ft. depth accommodates 
a corridor and the offices. 

The floor slabs of the administration 
wing are designed for a superimposed load 
of 601b./sq.ft. and those in the laboratories 
for 120lb./sq.ft. One hour fire resistance 
was specified for the offices and two hours 
for the laboratories. 

Crossland Hill stone is used as facing 
material on the building, together with 
green terrazzo slabs for the administrative 
wing and Tinos marble for the front facade. 
Double glazed teak windows are installed 
throughout with venetian blinds between 
the panes. The windows are centrally 
hinged and swivel 180 degrees allowing 
them to be cleaned inside and outside with- 
out special arrangement. Long vertical 
windows in the staircases are made of 
galvanised metal. 

All offices and corridors are covered 
with green rubber tiles. Laboratory floors 
are tiled with ceramic tiles and the toilets 
with terrazzo. Storerooms, locker rooms 
and ground floor rooms in the laboratory 
wing are covered with black p.v.c. tiles, 
and staircases, landings and the entrance 
hall are finished in terrazzo. 

_Laboratory walls and toilets are tiled 7ft. 
high with opal coloured tiles, and office 
walls are smooth plastered and painted. 
Perforated white asbestos tiles are used for 


the suspended 
building. 

Steel panel radiators provide the back- 
ground heating to the laboratories, work- 
ing in conjunction with the ventilation 
plant. Low temperature panel radiators 
are installed in the offices for convection 
heating, and the entrance hall and stair- 
cases are heated by concealed fan con- 
vectors. The heating of the whole building 
is fully thermostatically controlled and has 
a maximum heat load of 1,965,000 
B.Th.U./hr.

Filtered and preheated air is discharged 


ceilings throughout the 


etc., air compressors, water demineralizing 
plant, caloriflers and receivers and distri- 
bution headers for all services. 

A vertical duct of 3ft. width from the 
ground floor to the top floor allows for 
uninterrupted distribution of all services 
pipes and ducts. All horizontal distribu- 
tion is within the suspended ceilings and 
the control valves on the branches to the 
laboratories are accessible from the corri- 
dor of each room. 

The main electric panel, situated on the 
ground floor, is a completely enclosed 
“Superform” type and is fed by a 
1,000 KVA transformer, installed outside 
next to the panel. The incoming supply

into the rooms by means of concealed 
diffusers in the ceiling. The capacity of 
the ventilation plant was calculated to 
3,030,000 cu.ft./hr with a maximum heat 
capacity of 2,250,000 B.Th.U./hr. 

The waste air is extracted mainly through 
the dyebath, fume cupboards and at all 
points where fumes and steam are created. 
Elsewhere special extract grilles are fitted. 
The extracted air is collected in four ver- 
tical shafts built in concrete blocks and 
plastered. All metal shafts are polythene 
coated internally and special provision has 
been made for extracting toxic and highly 
corrosive fumes. 

All auxiliary equipment for the labora- 
tories is centralised in the ground floor 
machine room. This includes circulation 
pumps for heating, hot water, condensate,

Concrete in Scandinavia 

After the annual general meeting an 
illustrated account was given of the recent 
visit of a party to Scandinavia under the 
auspices of the Joint Committee on Struc- 
tural Concrete (comprising the Cement and 
Concrete Association, Prestressed Concrete 
Development Group and the Reinforced 
Concrete Association). This was given by 
the secretary of the Joint Committee, Mr. 
Philip Gooding, member of Council of the 
Reinforced Concrete Association. 

In Denmark numerous examples . had 
been seen of the use of reinforced concrete 
storey-height cladding slabs with excellent 
exposed aggregate surfaces. 

In Stockholm items of special interest 
were the new City Centre, with its fine 
buildings, roads and pedestrian precincts; 
the Farsta suburb with its pedestrian shop- 
ping centre and underground surface roads, 
the use of standardised formwork pro- 
ducing concrete straight from the forms 
which requires no plastering; and an out- 
standing college where all the interior 
concrete was cast in situ, against board 
formwork. 

In Oslo a number of important buildings 
in Naturbetong were seen, which clearly 
established that this method of construc- 
tion was now perfected and offered con- 
siderable scope to designers. 


MUNICIPALS’ AMALGAMATION 


The special general meeting convened 
in Brighton last week by the Institution of 
Municipal Engineers decided that amalga- 
mation with the Institution of Civil 
Engineers should not proceed unless a 
majority of 66% was received in favour. 
Only a slight majority of about 6 per cent. 
voted in favour at the meeting. 

To decide the issue a series of adjourned 
special meetings will now be conducted by 
Mr. A. S. Hamilton, immediate past- 
president, at centres selected by district 
executive committees. At these meetings 
only a poll will be taken. 
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REPORT FROM THE EXHIBITION 


CRYSTAL PALACE, Tuesday. 


BLESSED with fine weather (at the 
time of writing) and no major 
teething troubles, the first International 
Construction Equipment Exhibition is 
now in full swing. 

Attendance to date has been rather 
disappointing but the number of overseas 
visitors has been an encouraging feature. 
In fact, it has been said that there have 
been as many visitors from abroad as from 
the U.K. Perhaps the home contractors 
are all too busy on the sites making the 
most of the summer weather. 

The Exhibitors’ Advisory Committee 
called a meeting of exhibitors yesterday 
with the object of “trying to improve this 
and subsequent exhibitions by constructive 
criticism.” A number of minor teething 
troubles reported by exhibitors were 
referred to the Committee for action. The 
main criticisms concerned the standard of 
catering, publicity and union restrictions 
regarding use of labour on stand work. 
There have been no labour troubles 
reported at this Exhibition but with 
memories of other exhibitions in mind the 
exhibitors seem determined to press for the 
abolition of the closed shop imposed by 
the unions and the Committee was in- 
structed to take the matter up with the 
organisers. 

Lack of coverage of the opening of the 
Exhibition by the National Press, radio 
and television was deplored and it was felt 
that more should have been done, and 
earlier, to publicise the Exhibition abroad. 

There was some lengthy discussion re- 
garding frequency and duration of the 
Exhibition and it was decided to obtain 
the views of all the exhibitors to pass on 
to the organisers. 

Obviously, with a first exhibition of this 
kind there must be teething troubles and 
some criticisms but there is little doubt 
that exhibitors are well pleased with the 
show and visitors much impressed. The 
International Construction Equipment Ex- 
hibition has come to stay but it needs more 
support from home contractors.

— altered to accommodate packs 24in. 
wide. 

The speed with which packs can be 
handled from the lorry to the building by 
crane with these lifting devices depends 
on several factors, but typical rates are 
100 packs per hour when using the four- 
pack model to place loads directly at dif- 
ferent points on a building, and 170 packs 
per hour using the eight-pack model to 
place loads on a landing stage from which 
they have to be distributed to points up 
to 100ft. distant with pack barrows. In 
both examples one man would be required 
on the lorry to engage the load; in the 
former, only one man would be required 
on the building to receive the load, but 
in the latter an additional five men would 
be required to distribute the packs whilst 
keeping up with the crane.

HEATING SYSTEMS IN MODERN FLATS 


Survey by Building Research Station 


COMPREHENSIVE study of heat- 

ing system in modern flats has been 
carried out by the Building Research 
Station, and the results are contained 
in Research Paper 34* published in the 
National Building Studies series. 

The main systems studied were central 
heating, off-peak electric floor warming, 
and heating by individual solid-fuel gas 
and electric appliances. The survey covered 
temperatures and fuel consumptions and 
capital maintenance and replacement costs 
and included assessments by tenants of the 
various systems. 

All the flats covered by the survey be- 
longed to local authorities whose normal 
pre-war method was to provide individual 
fireplaces for space heating and back 
boilers or gas appliances for water heating. 
Since the war, however, with the building 
of high blocks of flats, local authorities 
have had to reconsider heating methods. 
As heights increase cumulative loss of floor

space that is occupied by individual flues 
becomes considerable and other associated 
problems such as distribution and storage 
of fuel and the disposal of ash are also 
accentuated. Atmospheric pollution and 
the development of smokeless zones are 
other considerations. 

The Building Research Station started 
this programme of research in 1956 as an 
extension of its study of domestic heating 
in houses. The present survey was carried 
out in three main parts: 1. A survey of 
temperature and fuel consumption in eight 
estates for various methods of heating, two 
or three estates being examined each heat- 
ing season; 2. A study of the capital costs 
involved with different systems; and 3. 
A study of the operation of heating sys- 
tems in flats from the tenants’ point of 
view. 

The study itself has shown many ways in 
which individual central heating systems 
could be made more satisfactory and de- 
tailed suggestions are given in the last 
section. One of the most striking results 
has been the differences in the attitude 
of tenants to landlord controlled and ten- 
ant controlled systems.

Work of the Quantity Surveyors Committee* 


URING the session the activities of 

the Committee have been concen- 
trated upon three main subjects of 
review, (1) the revision of the constitu- 
tion of the Committee and the proce- 
dure for its election, (2) the revision of 
the examination structure and syllabus 
for the quantity surveying section in 
furtherance of the Council’s review of 
educational policy and (3) the review 
of the scale of professional charges for 
quantity surveying services—Scale 36. 
These have taken place against a back- 
ground of considerable activity over the 
whole field of the surveyor’s profession 
and the Institution’s relations with the 
building industry. 


Practice 


In addition to the usual flow of inquiries 
by members and other bodies for advice 
on contract matters, the Sub-Committee 
have dealt initially with many matters of 
concern to quantity surveyors. 

On the subject of technical information, 
the Committee received in May, 1960, a 
report on the needs of quantity surveyors 
in this field. The Committee’s views have 
been made known to the technical infor- 
mation and research executive panel of 
the Internal Services Committee which is 
now endeavouring to co-ordinate the needs 
of all chartered surveyors and with which 
the Committee and the Cost Research 
Panel are maintaining the closest possible 
liaison. 

On holidays with pay and the reimburse- 
ment to contractors of increases in con- 
tributions, advice has been made available 
to members in the form of the opinion of 
leading Counsel. 

On Daywork Agreements, the Com- 
mittee await with interest the considera- 
tion of the National Schedules of Daywork 
Charges and the Agreements on Electrical 
and on Heating, Ventilating and Domestic 
Engineering work, by the Restrictive 
Practices Court. Representatives of the

Committee received those of the Federa- 
tion of Associations of Specialists and 
Sub-Contractors for an informal discussion 
on daywork matters. 

The study of the uses of computers and 
tabulators for quantity surveying practice 
has continued and it is intended to hold 
the General Meeting of Quantity Sur- 
veyors in October, 1961, on this subject. 

At the annual conference at the Uni- 
versity of Leicester in July, 1961, the 
subject arranged for the Quantity Sur- 
veyors Sectional Meeting is “The Modern- 
isation of Techniques in Quantity Sur- 
veyors’ Offices: New Approaches to the 
Preparation of Bills of Quantities and Final 
Accounts.” 

Consideration has been given to methods 
of measurement, both at home and over- 
seas. The progress of the editing of the 
revised (5th) edition of the Standard 
Method of Measurement has been watched 
closely. The date of publication will pro- 
bably be at the end of 1961. Overseas, 
the production of Methods of Measurement 
by the Branches for Hong Kong and China, 
Nigeria and Singapore was assisted by the 
Council on the advice of the Committee. 

The revised directions on advertisements 
and other public announcements have been 
noted and their application to quantity 
surveyors is being studied. The introduc- 
tion of standard notice boards for use by 
quantity surveyors and building surveyors 
has been considered and recommendations 
are being made to the Council that such 
boards should be approved both for use 
by individual firms and for inclusion on a 
professional consultants’ board on sites 
where building work is in progress. 


Applications for Membershivo 


In 1960, there were 247 applications for 
election as chartered quantity surveyors 
from candidates who had passed the 
qualifying examination. In the quantity 
surveying section, 3,686 candidate applied 
to sit for the professional examinations. 
All these applications, together with 324 
applications for transfer to the Fellowship. 
for enrolment in the class of students, for 
reinstatement to membership and _ for 
opinions as to eligibility for the examina- 
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tions, were considered by the Practice Sub- 
Committee. 

The attention of the Sub-Committee has 
been directed mainly to the revision of 
the scale of prefessional charges for quan- 
tity surveying services—scale No. 36. The 
revised scale has been published (elsewhere 
in this issue) with the approval of the 
Council, with an explanatory memoran- 
i? ane will come into operation on July 

. 1961. 

The Sub-Committee have also dealt with 
a number of applications for advice from 
members and have pointed out to members 
the need to ensure that they are fully 
informed on costs of living and working 
in territories overseas before undertaking 
work on a stated basis of fees. 

Preliminary discussions have taken place 
with the Ministry of Health on the subject 
of fees for work for Hospital Boards, and 
discussions are proceeding with the 
R.I.B.A. and the Association of Consulting 
Engineers on the question of consolidated 
fees for professional services. 


Education 


The main task during the session has 
been the revised examination structure and 
syllabus for the quantity surveying section. 
This major task has involved a detailed 
study of very many aspects of the work 
and future trends of the profession. 

Concurrently with the review of educa- 
tional policy, working parties have been 
considering the question of sandwich 
courses and their application to the quan- 
tity surveving orofession, the possible 
introduction of a Diploma in Technology 
in relation to quantity surveying, and the 
subjects and scope of post-qualification 
diplomas. 

The Sub-Committee have advised on the 
appointment of, and procedures to be 
adopted by, the examiners in “Quantities” 
and allied subjects and have dealt with 
various points of application of the Rules 
and Examination to candidates overseas. 


Cost Information 


The field of cost information is of in- 
creasing importance and a questionnaire 
on a pilot scheme for a cost information 
service has been circulated to a random 
sample of firms in England and Wales. 
The results are being analysed. 

In addition to liaison with the College 
of Estate Management on the preparation 
of a correspondence course on cost plan- 
ning, the Cost Research Panel have main- 
tained and increased the number of their 
contacts with organisations and individuals 
both at home and overseas.

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HIGH SPEED SELF-PROPELLED TRENCHER 
Variable Digging Rate to Suit Conditions 


SELF-PROPELLED trencher which 

weighs about 4-ton yet will dig a 
10in. wide trench in good soil to a depth 
of 4ft. at a speed of about 95ft. an hour, 
is now being marketed in this country 
by A. J. Saunders (Tractors), Ltd., 
Stilton, near Peterborough. Saunders 
are the sole concessionaires in this 
country for the makers, A.R.P.S. Cor- 
poration, New Holstein, Wisconsin, 
U.S.A. 

The machine, known as the L-12, digs 
to a maximum depth of 53ft. and a 
maximum width of 12in. It is capable of 
digging 54ft. deep and 8in. wide or 4ft. 
deep and 12in. wide. By virtue of the 
machine’s hydraulic control, the speed of 
digging is infinitely variable between 0 and 
1,200ft. hourly to exactly the maximum 
speed possible in the materials being dug. 

The L-12 is normally mounted on two 
4:00-8 rubber tyres at the front and two 
6-12 at the rear, but for adverse conditions 
two further wheels may be added at the 
rear to provide better traction. The power 
unit is an air-cooled 124 h.p. heavy-duty 
Wisconsin AGN engine. 

Digging is effected by chain driven cutters 
mounted on a hydraulic boom at the rear of 
the vehicle, and the excavated material is 
deposited by conveyor at the side of the 
vehicle. A gear-type pump supplies 1,500lb. 
pressure, and a precision valve raises and

International Harvester Company of Great 
Britain Ltd., Mr. H. D. Frymire, the Sales 
Director, said the company were currently 
running 35 per cent. ahead of Jast year in 
total sales of construction equipment.

These cutters 
are furnished in widths of 4in., 6in., 8in., 
10in. and 12in., and are interchangeable 
with slicer cutters which are used for the 
normal soft soils. 

The heavy-duty rubber-belted conveyors 
deposit dirt on either side of the trench, 
and may be changed from one side to the 
other in about a minute. Straight line 
trenching is positive, since there is no side 
thrust as the dirt is dispersed. An adjust- 
able deflector controls the distance dirt is 
deposited from the edge of the trench. 

Key controls on each side of the machine 
allow the use of full engine power by 
adjustment of the digging speed to the 
conditions. A safety direction lever controls 
movement forward and reverse speeds 
instantly, no gear shifting being necessary, 
and a front wheel lock gives positive 
regulation when digging straight or curved 
trenches. If the boom is raised to clear 
obstruction, a depth marker re-establishes 
the desired digging depth. 

With the boom raised the machine will 
move at a speed of 23 m.p.h. in forward or 
reverse and may be controlled up a ramp 
for transporting by truck or trailer. The 
cost of the L-12 in the U.K. is £980.

JHE first product to be manufactured by 
the recently formed Allied Structural 
Plastics, Ltd., is medium impact rigid 
p.v.c. pressure pipe, which is _ being 
marketed under the trade name Aspect, It 
is made in three classes, suitable for 
working heads of 200, 300 and 400ft., and 
with a wide range of fittings. 

Installed costs are said to be from 
17s. 6d. to 25s. 6d. for 3in. main, suitable 
for a working head of 200ft. The pipe is 
produced in standard 20ft. lengths, the 
joints being made with a special solvent 
welding cement which is applied by brush.

MASSEY-FERGUSON 


“Instant Reverse”? Speeds Loading Operations 


= operator of the new Massey- 
Ferguson 205 tractor can immedi- 
ately change the direction of the 
machine back and forth by a touch 
of his foot without gear changing, 
leaving his hands free for the other 
controls. Time and energy are there- 
fore saved on loading operations when 
the machine is fitted with the 702 
shovel. 

This action is made possible by a new 
“instant reverse’’ transmission—a shuttle 
transmission unit situated between the 
torque converter and a sliding mesh gear- 
box. The unit comprises two hydraulically 
operated multi-plate friction clutches and 
associated shafts and gearing. Its object 
is to change instantly the direction of 
rotation of all the transmission components 
to the rear wheels. 

The 205 is one of four new industrial 
wheeled tractors announced at the Inter- 
national Construction Equipment Exhibi- 
tion by Massey-Ferguson (United Kingdom), 
Ltd., Banner Lane, Coventry. These in- 
clude the models MF-203, MF-205, 65S 
and 65R, the last two being industrial 
versions of the existing 65 agricultural 
machine. 

The 203 represents an improved source 
of motive power for the 710 digger and 
the 702 shovel. It is powered by a three- 
cylinder 3-A-152 engine, which develops 
39.6 b.h.p. at a governed maximum speed 
of 2,000 r.p.m. The engine can absorb 
substantial loads down to a speed of 1,300 
rnp.m. without the need to change into 
a lower gear. 

Disc type transmission brakes, sealed 
against dirt and water, are fitted on the 
203, their combined braking area being 
103 sq. in. Dual brakes are also available 
and full power steering is standard equip- 
ment. 

The 205 has a specification based on that 
of the 203, with the addition of a torque 
converter and the shuttle transmission. On 
this machine the 3-A-152 engine gives 38 
b.h.p. at 2,000 r.p.m. with “back-up” torque 
that increases through to 1,250 engine 
revolutions. The light power steering 
allows the operator to have one hand on 
the wheel with the other free to work 
the loader hydraulic levers. The 702 
loader beam pivot points are right down 
to bonnet level and the operator has a 
clear view of the bucket on the ground. 

For the instant reverse operation there 
is a single rocking pedal worked by the 


right foot. The first touch of the pedal 
on the right engages the drive. Further 
pressure accelerates the engine and the 
tractor moves forward smoothly. When 
the foot is lifted the drive stops. The 
centre pedal accelerates the engine and the 
pump to speed up loader lift and tilt, 
while the pedal on the left engages reverse 
drive. Further pressure on this pedal 


accelerates the engine, the torque con- 
verter comes into operation and the trac- 
tor reverses, gaining speed. 

The gearbox is placed immediately to the 
rear of the shuttle transmission unit and 
has two speeds, and gears of the sliding

spur type. The two speeds are compounded 
by an epicyclic reduction unit on the out- 
put end of the main shaft giving a reduc- 
tion of 4:1 when engaged. Asa result, the 
operator has a choice of four different 
speeds and due to the action of shuttle 
transmission these four speeds are available 
in forward or reverse. 

Both 203 and 205 are equipped with 
Ferguson system hydraulics to operate a 
wide range of rear mounted equipment, 
and are able to lift up to 2,500lb. on the 
rear linkage. 

The new 65 tractors are powered by the 
four-cylinder 4-A-203D engine which has a 
maximum gross b.h.p. of 58.3. The 65S 
has a standard transmission, while the 65R 
is fitted with the instant reverse trans- 
mission. 





The MF-65R tractor fitted with 702 shovel 
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There are six forward and two reverse 
gears on the 65S giving road speeds from 
4 to 143 m.p.h. On the 65R the four 
gears combined with the shuttle selection 
give four forward and four reverse speeds 
and road speeds at 95 per cent. coupling 
efficiency of 1 to 19 m.p.h. 

The dual clutch on the 65S is a special 
heavy-duty design, self ventilating and with 
sintered metal friction surfaces of the 
main drive disc. Live p.t.o. and hydraulic 
pump drive are controlled by the second- 
stage feature of the clutch. Optional 
equipment includes a_ differential lock 
which cancels out the differential to gain 
full traction from both wheels where 
ground conditions resist adhesion of one or 
other tyre. 

Two new attachments for use with any 
of these machines have also been 
announced by the company. One is a 
special ditch cleaning bucket for the 710 
rear-mounted digger and the other is a 
subsoiler with a cable laying attachment. 

The ditch cleaning bucket is equipped 
with three piece reversible cutting blades. - 
It is 4ft. wide and can be fitted with two 
side extensions to bring the overall width 
up to 6ft. Holes in the bottom and sides 
provide for drainage. 

The subsoiler, model 727, will penetrate 
to a depth of 2lin. Cable and flexible 
pipe up to lin. diameter can be laid 
continuously at depths down to l6in. at 
speeds up to 34 m.p.h. This method of 
pipe laying eliminates trenching and back- 
filling. 


ALTERNATIVE REMOTE CONTROL 


E. Thomas and Co., Ltd., civil engineering 
contractors, Falmouth, recently approached 
Holman Bros., Ltd., Camborne, with a 
request for a suitable mounting for an 
existing diamond core drill. As this was 
to be used at the U.K. Atomic Energy 
Authority’s site at Kit Hill near Callington, 
where underground explosive tests take 
place, the rig was to be capable of remote 
control. 

Holman Bros., supplied a 14ft. cradle 
mount, with chain feed and air motor, 
capable of exerting a thrust of 2,400lb. on 
the chain. 

The control circuit designed by Thomas’s 
enabled the hole to be collared near the 
machine and subsequent drilling to be 
carried out with the operator’s controls 
200ft. distant. This control system utilised 
direct and remote controlled valves and 
pilot valves manufactured by Maxam 
Power, Ltd.

TT\HE Halfen system of anchorage for re. 

inforced concrete and steel structures, 
in use on the Continent for some years, has 
been introduced into this country by 
Kennion Irvine and Co., Ltd., 75 Victoria 
Street, London, S.W.1. 

The system comprises a hot rolled stee| 
channel of a special section (in varioys 
sizes and lengths) secured by steel straps 
passing through pressed out loops in the 
back, or interior side, of the channel and 
embedded in the concrete in the manner 
of reinforcing bars. The load is held by 
means of special forged steel bolts de. 
signed to fit the lips of the channel with 
which they are to be used. 

Nine different channel sections are pro. 
duced, which with their corresponding 
bolts, give a working load carrying capacity 
of 150 to 6,000Ib. per foot run of channel, 
depending on the size of the section, the 
factor of safety allowed being from 2} to 
3 according to the composition of the con- 
crete in which the channel is embedded.

Air pressure is generated 
by a 9 cu. ft. twin-cylinder compressor 
mounted on the engine. an unloader valve 
being fitted between the compressor and 
air-pressure reservoir. The footbrake 
operates all wheels through an air control 
valve which admits compressed air from 
the reservoir to direct-acting brake 
chambers adjacent to each road wheel. 
A multi-pull ratchet type handbrake 
operates the rear wheel brakes by 
mechanical linkage.

Burman recirculating ball type steering 
gear is fitted instead of the Marles cam- 
and-double-roller type, the unit having a 
variable ratio ranging from 29.4 to 1 in the 
straight-ahead positions, to 50 to | at full 
lock. This will greatly reduce the effort 
needed to manoeuvre the Super Reiver 
when fully laden. 

The twin-drive rear axles are of the 
Albion spiral bevel type with hub reduc- 
tion gearing. They are heavier units than 
those on Reiver models and are designed 
to withstand the most rigorous treatment. 

Larger tyre equipment is used, 10.00-

DRAINAGE AND VENTILATING 
SYSTEMS IN P.V.C. 


[HE application of unplasticised, un- 
modified p.v.c. to soil and waste 
drainage, roof drainage and warm air 
heating and ventilation systems has 
been made by A. B. Plastics, Ltd., and 
the three systems are to be marketed 
by Burn Bros. (London), Ltd., St. Mary 
Cray, Orpington, Kent, under the name 
Terrain. 


The fittings in the soil drainage system 
are of the “all socket” type, permitting the 
use of plain ended pipes which may be 
cut and used in any length. The method 
of jointing is by solvent welding, both pipes 
and fittings being made to very close 
tolerances. Fittings include bends, 
branches, caps, plugs, tees, crosses, 
reducers, clean-outs and expansions joints. 
Small branch connections are made by a 
boss joint which is in two parts; the inner 
portion is inserted in an appropriately sized 
hole cut in the main pipe, the sleeve is 
then slipped over the inner connection and 
both cemented in position. 

An access door can also be fitted to the 
pipe or the straight portion of a branch 
and is easy to remove for inspection or to 
clear an obstruction. 

In the roof drainage system, the Terrain 
gutter is 4in. deep, half round, having a 
flow capacity of 11 gallons a minute when 
laid level and 154 gallons a minute when 
laid to a fall of one inch in 50ft. The out- 
let, together with the down pipe, will 
accommodate the full capacity of gutters 
flowing in from each side—approximately 
31 gallons per minute. 

The design of the joint support bracket 
eliminates the need to use mastic in jointing 
lengths of gutter. Gutter ends are simply 
inserted into semi-circular slots at each side 
of the support bracket, where they are 
securely held. Space within the bracket 
leaves adequate room for thermal ex- 
pansion. 

Both the joint and ordinary support 
brackets are designed complete with a 
nickel plated fixing screw which is securely 
held in a tapered hole. Fixing is a one- 
handed operation; no bradawl is required 
to make a preliminary hole in the fascia 
board, and the screwdriver, when inserted 
in the screw seating hole, immediately con- 
nects with the screw slot. The gutter 
weighs about 60Ib. per 120ft. 

The Terrain ventilation ducting is made 
from ;sin. and fin. rigid p.v.c. sheets 
fabricated by using extrusions, cold welded 
with solvent, to form the required sections. 
Jointing is simple in that the ends are just 
pushed together. This is made possible 
by attaching a piece of foam plastic to 
the plain end of a duct which is then pushed 
into a section extrusion fixed to the other 
end of the next duct. This arrangement 
ensures a good seal and also acts as an 
expansion joint. 

The ducting is resistant to corrosior, 
noise and “drumming.” The upper tempera 
ture limit is 140 degrees F. 


ADJUSTABLE ALUMINIUM 
BALUSTRADING 


J. Starkie Gardner, Ltd., Merton Road, 
London, S.W.18, have patented a system of 
adjustable, standardised aluminium balust- 
rading. 

The interchangeable components include 
handrails, brackets, balusters, and newel 
posts. Specification of balustrading is 
simplified by the use of an architect’s trace 
off sheet, which the company has produced 
to minimise the work of detailing.

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BRITISH STANDARDS 
Polythene Pipe for Water Services 


This British Standard (B.S. 3284 “Poly- 
thene Pipe (Type 710) for Cold Water 
Services”) has been prepared to meet the 
needs of industry, but in view of the 
limited background of general practical 
experience it must in certain respects be 
regarded as subject to revision in the light 
of further developments. 

This Standard has been published as a 
standard complementary to B.S. 1972 
(B.S. 1972: “Low Density Polythene Tube 
for Cold Water Services”), it covers a 
newer type of polythene which, although 
basically similar to the polythene covered 
by B.S. 1972, has different mechanical 
characteristics. 

In this British Standard the term “poly- 
thene” is used. It is synonymous with 
the term “polyethylene”. 

The type designation (710) is an indica- 
tion of the recommended maximum work- 
ing stress for the material in pounds per 
square inch at 20 deg. C., when in pipe 


form. This stress has been used as the 
basis for calculating the minimum wal!

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BIG INCREASE IN CONSTRUCTIONAL WORK 
DURING FIRST QUARTER 


New Orders at Record Level 


ONTRACTORS in Great Britain 

carried out constructional work to 
the value of £561 million in the first 
quarter of 1961, according to pro- 
visional figures collected by the Minis- 
try of Works. This was £2 million 
higher than the output achieved in the 
fourth quarter of 1960 and £61 million 
more than in the first quarter of last 
year. ; 

The value of new housing work rose 
only slightly compared with the previous 
quarter but was £15 million higher than 
a year ago. Nearly all the increase was 
in work for private developers. 

The value of industrial building con- 
tinued to rise and was £21 million higher 
than in the first quarter of 1960. The 
value of miscellaneous building dropped by 
£3 million compared with the previous 
quarter but was £7 million higher than a 
year earlier. 

The value of work done for public 
authorities (other than housing) was £9 
million more than in the first quarter of 
1960. 


Employment 


In April, 1,107,000 operatives were em- 
ployed by contractors in the construction 
industries. This is the highest figure 


recorded for employment in April since 
the end of the war. Employment was in 
fact markedly high throughout the first 
quarter averaging 40,000 more than in 
1960, stimulated partly no doubt by the 
exceptionally good building weather. 


The index of production showed no 
change compared with the previous quarter 
but was five per cent. higher than in the 
first quarter of 1960. 


Value of New Orders 


Orders for new work obtained by con- 
tractors in the first quarter of the year 
amounted to £521 million, £48 million or 
10 per cent. more than in the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1960 and in the last quarter 
of last year, and about 15 per cent. 
higher than in the middle quarters: it was 
the highest figure since the series began in 
1957. 

The value of work coming forward in 
the public sector, particularly non-housing, 
showed a considerable increase, from £131 
million in the first quarter of last year to 
£157 million this year. Most of the con- 
tracts let during the first quarter will be 
in progress during the fourth quarter of 
the year, and will therefore include an 
allowance for the wage increase which 
takes effect in October and for other price 
increases.

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£250,000 MUSEUM TELEPHONE 
EXCHANGE CONTRACT 


£250,000 contract for the basement 

for the Museum Telephone Ex- 
change and the foundation for the pro- 
posed radio tower has been awarded to 
Peter Lind, and Co., Ltd., by the Minis- 
try of Works. 

The basement will be about 200ft. square 
by 25ft. deep, comprising the basement 
floor, lower ground floor, and ground floor. 
To obviate noise and vibration, it will be 
surrounded by a reinforced concrete wall, 
constructed in a form of trench excava- 
tion, and the use of a stabilising solution 
by the Italian firm ICOS. This wall forms 
a permanent wall of the basement. 

The foundation of the tower will be of 
cellular construction, incorporating a pre- 
stressed concrete slab. This will ultimately 
support the radio tower, which will be 
more than 500ft. high and which will in- 
corporate a restaurant near the top. The- 
work up to ground level is to be completed 
by the end of this year. 

The Contract Journal understands that 
tenders for the superstructure should be 
invited during October. 


ECONOMICS OF LANCASTER 
BY-PASS 


An economic investigation has been 
made of the operation of the Lancaster By- 
Pass in accordance with the methods 
recommended by the Ministry of Transport 
and the Road Research Laboratory. This 
investigation has shown that the savings 
in travel costs and accidents (with deduc- 
tions for increased road maintenance) 
amount to £750,100 a year. This represents 
a return of 17.3 per cent. on the capital 
investment involved in the construction of 
the by-pass. 

Reporting of this, Lancashire County 
Highways and Bridges Committee say the 
main item in the savings arises from the 
reduced travel costs for vehicular traffic. 

Broadly, it is made up from savings in 
the central area of Lancaster, where 23,000 
vehicles moved at average speeds of 9.4 
miles per hour and on the approaches to 
Lancaster, where, for example, on the 
south section 20,800 vehicles moved at an 
average speed of 22 miles per hour. 

The diversion of traffic on to the motor- 
way has increased these speeds to 14.9 and 
29.9 miles per hour respectively, whilst 
traffic using the motorway amounts to 
11,500 vehicles per day and travels at an 
average speed of 45.7 miles per hour (cars). 

The committee report that as the amount 
of traffic on the roads increases so will 
the saving amount at a greater rate. 
Assuming the present rate of growth in 
traffic of 7 per cent. per annum is main- 
tained, then the road will have paid for 
itself in 44 years. 


ADDITIONS TO MOTORWAY 
CONTRACTS 


Certain additions to the contracts for the 
Bristol—Birmingham Motorway bringing 
the total amended contract price up to 
£4,161,366 have been agreed between 
Worcestershire County Council and the 
Ministry of Transport. 

Some of the additions, approved on 
engineering grounds in the light of ex- 
periences elsewhere, involve a change in 
the position of the concrete margins from 
the edge of the carriageway to the back 
of the hard shoulder. 

In this position the margin will add 
strength to the edge of the hard shoulder 
and will make possible the provision of a 
system of controlled drainage on -high 
banks. 

Some form of white marking will now 
have to be used in replacement of the 
margins to define the edge of the carriage- 
way. It will probably take the form of a 
plastic white line or white calcined flint

hands. That’s more comfortable isn’t it?” 
Alf nodded. “And that’s the proper way 
to grip you load, with the palms of the 
hands, and the roots of the fingers and 
thumbs—the other way will tend to strain 
your fingers and your forearm muscles.

“If I were you, Harry, I'd leave sludge research to them as knows what they're searching for!” 
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back, flex the hips, knees and ankles... 
down you go... good. Simple, isn’t it?” 


Bill repeated the operation, but this time 
he wavered slightly. 


“Not quite right yet, you see. There's 
one more thing you’ve got to learn. Try 
standing with your feet slightly apart, one 
in front of the other—like this—and you'll 
keep your balance right. Try again.” 

This time the movement was smooth and 
rock-steady. Bill looked pleased and 
slightly surprised. “Works a treat that 
way,” he said. 

The instructor walked over to a packing 
case standing on the floor. He went down 
on one knee, tilted the box towards his 
shoulder, clasped it firmly against his 
chest, and stood up. 

“Tt’s the same action,” he said. “Proper 
grip, arms close to the body, chin tucked 
in, back straight—and lift steadily. If it 
doesn’t come up easily that way, stop 
trying and get some assistance—or fetch 
a crane.” 

This was repeated by the entire class 
until the instructor was satisfied they had 
got the knack of it, then he said: 

“Now we come to the last bit. We 
usually pick up a load because we want 
to move it to another place, so let’s make 
sure we start the movement correctly, 
The idea is to point the leading foot away 
from the load, then turn the body to the 
lifting position. This is where you use 
the weight of the body as a counterbalance. 
As you raise the load, turn with it in the 
direction of the leading foot—and walk 
away. This needs a little practice, but 
you'll soon get the idea. If you remember 
these simple rules you'll save yourselves 
a good deal of unnecessary effort—and 
possible injury as well.”

Water Engineer’s Handbook, 1961. 
by D. Wilkinson 
Publishers: The

and N. Squire. 
Colliery Guardian 
Co., Ltd., 30-31 Furnival Street, 
London, E.C.4. Price 20s. 439pp. 


Now in its 29th year of publication, the 
handbook gives details of all water under- 
takings in the British Isles and other lead- 
ing authorities associated with the Water 
Industry. Brought up-to-date, the contents 
include information on _ undertakings 
affected by regrouping up to the beginning 
of April, 1961, and particulars of new water 
boards and companies which came into 
operation over the same period. 

Fifteen sections and a comprehensive 
Buyers’ Guide are contained in the book. 
Details of waterworks administration in- 
cludes the names of: responsible officers 
with addresses and telephone numbers; 
sources of supply with average daily yields; 
treatment applied to this water and its 
hardness as distributed (in parts per 
million); statistics covering population and 
areas served, consumptions (total daily 
average and gallons per head, domestic, 
trade and bulk supplies), and_ storage 
capacities; works under construction and 
projected in the British Isles; and hardness 
of water as distributed to consumers in 
England and Wales. 


Hutchins’ Prices Schedules, 1961. Pub- 
lishers: G. H. Lake and Co., Ltd., 283 
Archway Road, London, N.6. 138pp. 
Price £3 10s. 


The purpose of the Schedules, of which 
the 1961 volume is the 17th edition, 1s to 
provide a basis for sound estimating, and 
annually revised and brought up-to-date, 
they form an essential part of the 
estimator’s equipment. 


In the current edition, wages costs are 
based on the new rates to commence next 
October, but the mecessary percentage 
figures for work executed prior to October 
have also been included. 


As usual, the nine Schedules are inserted 
in loose-leaf fashion within a cloth boards 
binder, and are separated by coloured 
index cards for easy reference. 
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QUANTITY SURVEYING 


Scale of Professional Charges Revised 


A REVISED scale of professional 
charges for quantity surveying 
services Comes into operation on July 1, 


1961. Announcing this recently, the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Sur- 
veyors stated that the Institution's 


scales of charges have remained funda- 
mentally unchanged for many years and, 
broadly speaking, the fee for preparing 
bills of quantities has heretofore been 
two per cent. regardless of size or 
character of the works. 

Forty years ago, a job of £100,000 was 
a big job and was probably built in stone, 
which was measured in detail by the 
quantity surveyor. This was a fair and 
reasonable basis. But today, when build- 
ing techniques are entirely different and 
jobs of £lm. are by no means unusual, 
some new thinking becomes necessary. 

This is evident from ‘the fact that with 
the great increase in building and civil 
engineering work sponsored by Central and 
Local Government through the agency of 
the Ministry of Works, service depart- 
ments, nationalised industries and local 
authorities, more and more scales of fees 
have had to be negotiated, or accepted, 
before these bodies were prepared to 
employ private firms of quantity surveyors. 
The published Index of Chartered Quantity 
Surveyors’ fees now contains neary 50 
different scales and, as a result, many 
clients constantly carrying out building 


work have tended tto adopt a similar 
attitude. 

Large Sample 
The Institution, therefore, obtained 


costings from a large sample of practising 
members, and this evidence confirmed the 
thoughts of the Quantity Surveyors’ Com- 
mittee that, although the cost of quantity 
surveying work increases with the size 
of the job, it does so at a progressively 
lower rate. They have, therefore, evolved 
scales with a reducing percentage as the 
value of the work increases, but which 
provide an increasing fee throughout the 
range. 

The next point was that the existing 
initial fee of 24 per cent. is not sufficient 
for a very small job, and they have, there- 
fore, increased the initial fee from 24 per 
cent. to 3 per cent. so that, whereas in 


BERNARD STREET 
BRIDGE RECONSTRUCTED 
AT LEITH 


HE reconstruction of Bernard Street 
Bridge, Leith, has been completed, 
at an approximate cost of £43,000. 


Increasing volume and weight of traffic 
made the reconstruction of the bridge an 
urgent necessity. It has three spans fixed 
with reinforced concrete semi-elliptical 
arches. The width between parapets is 
60ft. which gives a 44ft. wide carriageway 
and 8ft. footpaths on either side. Over all 
length is 156ft. and sufficient headroom has 
been allowed for small craft. 


During reconstruction the waterway was 
kept clear by precasting the arch beams for 
the spans either on the shore or on the 
partly completed brick deck. The heaviest 
of these beams weighed 39 tons, was 52ft. 
long and 14ft. high. They were lowered 
Into position by two cranes. 


The consulting engineers were Blyth and 
Blyth, and the contractors were Holloways 
Scottish Constructions, Ltd. The illustra- 
tion shows the reconstructed bridge. 


the old scale the quantity surveyor re- 
ceived 24 per cent. on the first £20,000 
and 2 per cent. thereafter, he will, under 
the new Scale, receive a fee starting at 
3 per cent. in the lowest bracket for the 
most complicated work and reducing 
thereafter until it gets down to } per cent. 
over £500,000 in the most simple and 
straightforward building work from the 
quantity surveying point of view. 


Three Categories 


The various types of buildings have been 
divided into categories for the purpose of 
assessing fees. There are three categories 
of building work and one of civil engineer- 
ing work: 


Category A comprises the most ex- 
pensive type of work from the quantity 
surveying point of view and comprises 
houses, banks, certain types of university 
buildings and laboratories, town halls, 
police courts, public houses and the like. 


Category B is building works of 
simpler character than those in Category 
A, or works with some element of repe- 
tition, e.g. hospitals, schools, halls of 
residence, etc. 


Category C is the simplest type of 
building from the quantity surveying 
point of view, comprising building works 
containing little internal details, or with 
a large amount of repetition, e.g. blocks 
of flats, offices with open floor space, 
factories, warehouses, open-air swim- 
ming baths and the like. 


Another big difference in the new Scale 
is alternative scales for the quantity sur- 
veyor’s post-contract services, one being 
similar to the existing with a percentage 
fee for valuations for interim certificates 
and a percentage fee on additions and 
omissions. 

The alternative fee is a percentage on 
the total cost of the job to include all these 
post-contract services. 

The R.I.C.S. say the reasons for the 
introduction of this Scale are: 

(a) Many clients object to being kept 
in ignorance as to their liabilities for 
professional fees until the job is 
finished, and it is now possible for 
a quantity surveyor to quote an 
overall fee at the outset just as an 
architect does. 
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(b) It is hoped that clients will be 
attracted by this form of fee and, 
in consequence, the Institution will 
thereby be encouraging pre-contract 
planning, since it is presumed no one 
would be so rash as tto enter into 
such a fee arrangement unless the 
job was fully planned. 


There is also a difference with regard to 
unmeasured Prime Cost Sums. It has 
always been a fundamental principle that 
the Scale of Charges for Quantity Survey- 
ing Services is an overall Scale, based on 
the inclusion of all provisional and prime 
cost items, and after careful examination 
it was decided that the Institution should 
adhere to this principle. In some modern 
buildings, however, the heating, ventilating 
and electrical work are becoming very 
expensive, particularly in those buildings 
incorporating a full air conditioning 
system. It is as yet rarely possible for 
detailed drawings to be produced at a 
stage when the quantity surveyor can 
measure and include the work on a- 
measured basis in the bills of quantities 
and so the items have to be included as 
P.C. Sums, which sometimes are very 
large in comparison with the contract 
figure. The Institution have, therefore, set 
a ceiling figure of 25 per cent. on the 
contract sum for unmeasured P.C. Sums 
for these services. 


The new Scales are, the Institution 
believe, comprehensive and fair and, there- 
fore, merit adoption by all clients and 
surveyors, and it is the intention of the 
Institution to try to get this new Scale 
adopted as the basis of all Government, 
local government and nationalised bodies’ 
work. 


FORTH ROAD BRIDGE STEELWORK 
CONTRACT 


William Bain and Co., Ltd., Coatbridge 
and London, have secured orders for the 
bridge steelwork in Contracts 3 and 5 of 
the Forth Road Bridge. The orders are 
valued at approximately £54,000, and 
involve the supply of nearly 800 tons of 
high tensile steel castellated bridge beams, 
some of which are 4ft. 6in. deep and 82ft. 
long. 


The consulting engineers are Mott, Hay 
and Anderson. The contractors for Contract 
3, the southern approaches, are A. M. 
Carmichael, Ltd., Edinburgh, and the con- 
tractors for Contract 5, the northern 
approaches, are Whatlings, Ltd., Glasgow. 
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ALL-IN BID CONTROVERSY 
New Development in Chicago 


Tee all-in bid controversy in America 

sparked off by the Mechanical 
Speciality Contractors of Chicago is by 
no means finished. These Chicago con- 
tractors produced a plan for separate 
bids for mechanical speciality work. A 
summary of the proposed system, which 
was in effect the one traditionally used 
in England and Wales was published in 
our issue of March 23. Shortly after- 
wards the Associated General Contrac- 
tors of America counter-attacked with 
documents defending the all-in bid sys- 
tem and these were summarised in our 
issue of May 25. 

Now we hear that at what is described 
as “an historic meeting” the Chicago Plan 
for Separate Bids has been approved sub- 
ject to some amendments by a _ Joint 
Industrial Committee representing Chicago 
Chapters or Associations of Architects, 
Consulting Engineers, General Contractors 
and Mechanical Speciality Contractors. 
Thus in Chicago, at least, all the interested 
parties support the separate bids system. 

The amended plan is set out below and 
it is understood that it will be followed 
up by a new brochure for industry-wide 
distributors. One interesting feature of 
the plan as finalised is that it recommends 
the assignment of the mechanical speciality 
contracts to the general contractor in every 
case presumably in the interests of proper 
control of operations on site. It was un- 
doubtedly a weakness of the earlier draft 
that such an assignment was comtemplated 
only “in some instances”. Another interest- 
ing feature of the amended plan is the 
provisions with regard to the payment of 
the sub-contractors. 


Amended Plan 


“The Chicago Plan for Separate Bids,” 
as amended, proposes that the architect 
and/or engineer shall do the following: 

A. Prepare separate specifications for 

each of five categories of work as 

follows: 

1. General construction. 

2. Plumbing and sewerage. 

3. Heating, piping, refrigeration and 
automatic temperature’ control 
systems, 





4. Ventilating and distribution sys- 
tems for conditioned air. 
5. Electrical installations. 

B. Include in the General Construction 
Specification an estimated percentage 
of the total cost of the project as 
represented by the mechanical 
speciality contracts. 

C. Stipulate in the General Construction 
Specification a requirement that each 
general contractor will certify that a 
reasonable and controlling portion of 
the work included in his contract will 
be performed by his own labour 
force. 

D. Take separate bids for each of the 
listed categories of work from a 
specific number of pre - qualified 
bidders. 

E. Let a general contract to the low 
bidder on general construction and 
award contracts, in consultation with 
the general contractor, to the low 
bidders in each of the categories of 
mechanical specicality work. 

F. Assign the mechanical speciality con 
tracts to the general contractor by 
formal notice in writing, with copies 
to the mechanical speciality con- 
tractors concerned. 

G. Having first been satisfied as to the 
general contractor’s financial respon- 
sibility, stipulate in the general con- 
tract that each contractor's initial 
monthly request for partial payment 
is to be honoured without waiver. 
Stipulate further that the second and 
all subsequent requests for partial 
payments shall be accompanied by 
waivers for each immediately pre- 
ceding partial payment. Final pay- 
ment, however -is to be issued only 
in exchange for final waivers. 


NORTHERN IRELAND WAGE 
INCREASE 

The agreement reached in the wage 
negotiations between the employers and 
trade unions of the Joint Council for the 
Building and Civil Engineering Industry 
(Northern Ireland) comes into effect on 
December 1 next, not December 1 last as 
reported recently.

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RECORD NUMBER OF NEW 
COMPANIES 


— Companies General Annual Report 
for 1960* shows that the year by year in- 
crease in the number of new companies 
registered in Great Britain in recent years 
continued in 1960. The number of 34,312 
new companies registered in that year is 
the highest in any year since records were 
first started in 1862 and is nearly 20 per 
cent. more than in the preceding year and 
approximately three times the number 
registered in 1950. The new companies 
were nearly all private companies. 

The total number of companies on the 
register now exceeds 390,000 of which 
some 375,000 are private companies. The 
total paid up capital of companies with a 
share capital was some £7,385 million at 
the end of the year of which some £2,660 
million was private company capital. 

During the year 8,786 companies were 
dissolved or struck off the registers and 
winding-up proceedings were begun in 
4,506 cases of which 535 were compulsory 
liquidations. 


B.o.T. Responsibilities 


The Report gives information about some 
of the responsibilities of the Board of 
Trade under the Companies Act. Thus, 
the Board were obliged to reject over 
20,000 suggested names for companies, 
almost all on the ground of their being too 
like existing names. Again, the Board 
received nearly 6,000 applications for 
approval of a change of name. There is 
also information about the appointment of 
inspectors during the course of 1960, in- 
cluding the investigations not yet com- 
pleted into a number of rubber estate and 
associated companies. There is a section 
on Board of Trade prosecutions under the 
Act including 690 prosecutions for failure 
to file annual returns. The Companies 
Registration Offices received nearly 876,000 
documents for filing and nearly 600,000 
company files were inspected by the public, 
nearly double the number inspected in 
1950.

CONTROL OF VEGETATION ON 
ROADS OVERSEAS 


Vegetation in the tropics can present a 
serious problem to the highways engineer. 
Unchecked it can cause road hazards, block 
drainage channels and disrupt road pave- 
ments. But scientifically used, it can play 
a useful role in countering erosion by wind 
and rain, abrasion by traffic and in improv- 
ing both the safety and amenity of roads. 

These points are discussed in Road Re- 
search Technical Paper 52 published under 
the title “The Use and Control of Vegeta- 
tion on Roads and Airfields Overseas” by 
K. E. Clare, B.Sc., A.R.I.C. (published for 
D.S.I.R. by H.M.S.O. price 3s. 6d., by post 
3s. lld. (U.S.A. 63 cents)). 

The Paper summarises information 
gathered from thirty-three overseas ter- 
ritories. Costs of control in a number of 
countries are reported and experiments 
with chemical treatments described. 
Chemicals, according to the author, are 
felt in many quarters to have advantages 
over manual or mechanical methods of 
control.

SEATS A THOUSAND 


Extensive Use of Stainless Steel 


CANTEEN which has been designed 

to serve 2,500 people at any one 
meal time, and which can seat 1,000 
people, has been completed at Holmer 
Road, Hereford, for Henry Wiggin and 
Co., Ltd. . 


The building consists of two main halls 
each capable of seating 500 people at any 
one time. In addition to these two halls 
is a visitors’ restaurant which can seat 50 
persons. This also serves as a lecture 
theatre or cinema with a capacity of 150. 

The kitchen is so designed that as well 
as the 2,500 employees that can be served 
per meal, it can also cater for as many 
people again should expansion demand it. 
Additional people would be accommodated 
in satellite canteens outside the main 
perimeter of the works, 

Apart from the catering facilities pro- 


vided, there is a billiard room with three 


full-size tables for the use of employees. 
There is also a stage built into one of the 
main dining halls which embodies the 
latest techniques in stage presentation and 
can seat 1,000 people. 

A feature of the canteen is the extensive 
use of stainless steel, both inside and out. 
A part of the exterior is covered in stain- 
less steel sheet employing the curtain wall 
construction technique and stainless steel 
is also used extensively for the window 
frames. Internally, stainless steel equip- 
ment has been used throughout the 
kitchens in sinks, preparation tables, ovens, 
hot plates, etc., and it is further used in 
the decorative sense for the balustrade on 
the spiral staircase. 

The cost of the canteen is estimated at 
£300,000. W. S. Atkins and Partners, 158 
Victoria Street, London, S.W.1, were the 
architects, and the contractors were Sir 


Alfred McAlpine and Sons, Ltd.

N.F.B.T.E. PREPARING STANDARD 
FORM OF ESTIMATE 


w!PEAKING at the half-yearly general 
meeting of the Yorkshire Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers in 
Scarborough recently, Mr. Frank 
Russon, national president, said: 

“Far too many members of the public 
today are putting building repairs and 
minor works in hand without taking the 
precaution of inviting the building firm 
concerned to submit, in writing, a proper 
estimate giving details of the terms and 
conditions upon which the estimate is 
based. 

“Sometimes the urgency with which the 
repairs or other works are required to be 
done precludes a written estimate and 
acceptance. But too often in cases where 
the required works are not of an urgent 
nature, arrangements are made verbally 
and as a result the possibility of differences 
arising between the client and the building 
firm is increased. 

“This is not a happy state of affairs for 
reputable building firms anxious to give 
clients proper satisfaction. Consequently 
the N.F.B.T.E. is preparing a standard form 
of estimate for use, as apprcpriate, in the 


execution of small works which, when 
completed by member firms, will make it 
quite clear to the client what the quotation 
is and upon what conditions the work will 
be carried out. 

“The conditions will cover such matters 
as the use of sound materials, the pro- 
cedure for dealing with variations from 
the originally proposed works, remedying 
of defects, the need to see that proper 
insurances are taken out, the procedure 
for settling any differences that may arise. 

“This standard form of estimate will, 
it is hoped, be of help to N.F.B.T.E. firms 
in raising further the quality of their 
services to their clients.”

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WATER CONSERVATION 
BY RECLAMATION 


IN his presidential address delivered 

on Tuesday at the annual confer- 
ence of the Institute of Sewage Purifi- 
cation being held this week in Brighton, 
Mr. Martin Lovett, O.B.E., B.Sc., 
F.R.I.C., chief inspector of the York- 
shire Ouse River Board submitted that 
the Institute’s interests in the future 
would be vitally concerned in the con- 
cept of water conservation by reclama- 
tion of used water. 

In general it was true that in this country 
more “new” water could be made available 
to meet the increased demand (which in 
some areas already exceeded supply) by 
reclamation of used water than by any other 
means he said. Such reclamation called 
for pollution control, and for efficient treat- 
ment of sewage and trade effluents, which 
in turn demanded skilled design, con-. 
struction and management of treatment 
plants. This reclaimed water could then 
be used by industry direct, or for the 
recharge of surface and ground waters. 


Institute’s Functions 


Referring to the discussions which have 
taken place concerning the name of the 
Institute, Mr. Lovett considered that what- 
ever its name its functions would 
increasingly become those of an Institute 
for Water Reclamation. The Minister of 
Housing and Local Government had 
recently said that far-reaching changes 
might shortly be necessary if our water 
resources were to meet the increasing 
demands made upon them, and that, as 
the Minister charged with giving the lead, 
he was not afraid to do so. Mr. Lovett 
urged that members of the Institute of 
Sewage Purification be not afraid of taking 
the view that, as their contribution to 
conservation, they were charged with the 
recharging of our rivers, for the benefit of 
the various communal interests mentioned 
by the Minister. 

No longer, he said, would the object of 
sewage and trade effluent treatment be 
merely that of preventing pollution matters 
from entering our rivers, but would be 
recognised as assisting the replenishment of 
their flows by the purposeful discharge to 
them of used waters purified to the 
maximum practicable degree. 

He was certain that the members of the 
Institute were ready to make their contri- 
butions to that end, and they could there- 


fore look forward with confidence to the 
future. 


TRINITY COLLEGE LIBRARY 
DESIGNS 


The first prize of £1,500 in the architec- 
tural competition for a new library building 
for Trinity College, Dublin, has been won 
by Mr. Paul G. Koralek, A.R.I.B.A., who 
is now working in New York with Marcel 
Breuer and Associates. 

The second prize of £1,000 has been 
awarded to Mr. Alfred Mansfield, of Haifa, 
Israel, and the third prize of £750 to a 
team of American architects working with 
E. Saarinen and Associates at Birmingham, 
Michigan.

RATIONING BLAMED FOR LAND 
SCARCITY 


R. G. FISHER, national vice-presi- 
4"'4 dent of the Federation of Master 
Builders, stated recently that the acute 
shortage of land was the key factor 
which was holding house builders to 
ransom at the present time. 

“I would like to make this point—it is 
land rationing which causes land scarcity,” 
he said. “With all the machinery of con 
trol and allocation set up since the war, 
however well intentioned, the net result 
has been to limit the amount of land 
available for housing. Because you cannot 
manufacture land, the price has risen, and 
it is now approaching the fantastic figure 
of anything up to £8,000 or £9,000 an acre 
near populated areas. 

“Our reply to this question has always 
been to increase the amount of land avail- 
able, but we realise that there must be 
some limitations to this. There may well 
be thousands of acres of suitable land 
available in the remoter parts of Cumber- 
land, but until populations become centred 
there, it is no use for housing. Nonethe 
less, the country may have to do some 
radical thinking about its land policy in 
the near future, for it is likely to become 
the scarcest of all building commodities 

“I see the Labour Party is canvassing the 
idea of a National Land Corporation which 
would own the freehold of all land and 


lease it for development. This, of course 
is the rose of nationalisation that smells 
no sweeter for being called public owner- 
ship. The danger here is, that once 
national corporations come into the 
picture, they end by telling us what is 
good for us, whether we like it or not, and 
I doubt very much whether their opinions 
will be worth the plans they are en- 
shrined in, 

“I suggest we must not be hypnotised 
by party slogans in this matter, It is not 
the planning of land as such which builders 
disagree with; it is the way in which the 
land is rationed and the apparent inability 
of many planning authorities to under- 
stand the needs of the private builder and 
the necessary function he performs. 


Urgent Consideration Now 


“It may well be we will eventually have 
to ‘freeze’ capital values, and relate 
the cost of building leases to the develop- 
ment value of land. I will not go into 
the details of such a complicated problem 
here, but unless we are prepared to pay 
£1,000 or more per plot, even in provincial 
areas in five years’ time, this problem must 
have urgent consideration now.”

Electrical Industry’s 


“T DO not believe that the British 
public will tolerate an indefinite ex- 
tension of the present transmission and 
distribution network giving, as it does 
in extending areas of the countryside, 
an effect rightly described as a wire- 
scape”. This was said at Eastbourne 
on Tuesday by Sir Christopher Hinton, 
K.B.E., F.R.S., chairman, Central Elec- 
tricity Generating Board, in the course 
of a Paper on “The British Electricity 
Transmission System” to the British 
Electrical Power Convention. Sir 
Christopher said that visual amenity 
was “the greatest problem” which faced 
the industry and failure to solve it 
could shatter the whole foundation of 
greatness laid down with wisdom in the 
first half of the century. 


Opposition in Industrial Areas 


Sir Christopher said that about 40 per 
cent. of the area of England and Wales 
including National Parks and areas of 
outstanding natural beauty—was subject to 
restriction of some sort or another on 
grounds of amenity. It was wrong to 
imagine that it was only in such areas that 
opposition to the construction of trans- 
mission lines and equipment was met. The 
reaction against their proposals in the 
industrial towns of the North was now 
sometimes as severe as the reaction in a 
National Park. Nor was this reaction un- 
natural and meriting no sympathy; a small 
visual amenity in an area which had been 
made an industrial dump by past genera- 
tions might be more valuable to more 
people than a view of outstanding beauty 
in undeveloped country. 

Yet transmission lines and equipment

must be built all over the country and in 
all types of country. The technical success 
of the electricity supply industry was 
founded on its transmission system, and 
development was such that it was impos- 
sible to see how the industry could be 
run today without a transmission system 
of the type which they now had. Increas- 
ing demands leading to the construction 
of 2,000-MW to 3,000-MW capacity of 
plant each year were being met by the 
construction of new generating stations of 
2,000-MW ultimate capacity. Without a 
transmission system of the present pattern 
the connection of such stations to points 
of demand would be economically imprac- 
ticable. 
Underground Cost 


“To underground the additions to the 
transmission network which wiil be 
needed” said Sir Christopher, “would cost 
over £100m. a year which is equal to, say, 
6d. in the £ on the standard rate of income 
tax if the money comes from Treasurey 
funds or 20 per cent. on the bulk tariff if 
money is to be raised by internal finance. 


“The British public does not differentiate 
between transmission and_ distribution 
systems and though the undergrounding 
of distribution systems increases their cost 
the difference is not so great as with the 
high voltage transmission system. Our 
ultimate concern must be the delivered 
cost of electricity to the consumer and this 
is most likely to be kept down if the 
pressure of conservationists on the trans- 
mission system is relieved by reasonable 
concession to them in relation to the dis- 
tribution system. In the field of visual 
amenity the industry is one. When any 
Board offends against visual amenity the 
loss is to every Board.” 


A SCAFFOLDING ACHIEVEMENT 


TTVHE recent International Ski Jumping at 
Wembley Stadium was made possible 
by split-second planning by Mills Scaffold 
Company, who designed and erected the 
jump. Time was the essence of the con- 
tract because of other sporting events at 
Wembley.

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ITALIAN ENGINEER DISCUSSES 
MOTORWAY BRIDGES 


] R. ING. SERGIO DE AMICIS, director 

and technical head of the Societa Con- 
cessioni e Construzioni Autostrade (the 
organisation responsible for the planning 
and construction of Italy’s Motorway of 
the Sun), assisted by Dr. Ing. Diego Vanoni, 
chief technical designer, spoke in London 
recently on the prestressed concrete bridges 
and viaducts of the Autostrada. 

Explaining the Society’s method of work- 
ing, Dr. De Amicis said that bridges of less 
than 33ft. span were designed within the 
Society’s own engineering department, for 
the sake of aesthetic, technical and 
economic uniformity, but that in the case 
of larger bridges, individual designers were 
allowed a degree of freedom, limited only 
by the need to balance appearance and 
technical standards. 

Prestressed concrete had very soon re- 
vealed itself as the most suitable material, 
enabling the overall height of the bridges 
to be reduced, cutting down on embank- 
ments in flat country and in the mountains 
reducing the dead load on piers, abutments 
and foundations, and so making a con- 
siderable saving in_ costs. Another 
technique fully exploited was precasting. 

Most of the Bridges, said Dr. De Amicis, 
were based on a design of simply supported 
precast beams spanning from 24ft. to 68ft. 
These were either of T section, with cables 
in the lower flanges, or thin-walled box 
beams with cables in the bottom slab and 
side walls. 


DOUBLE WHITE LINES “WORKED 
REASONABLY WELL” 


Commenting on the new double white 
line system, now applied to all trunk roads 
in the county, Worcestershire County 
Highways and Bridges Committee say this 
has worked reasonably well. 

“Although a good deal of work is 
involved in making the various site and 
speed measurements which are necessary, 
the county surveyor suggests that he should 
now start applying the new system to the 
more important classified roads,” state the 
committee. “For road safety and other 
reasons it would be necessary to treat 
considerable lengths of any given route at 
the same time, rather than applying the 
system sporadically. 


The committee have authorised the 
drawing up of a programme and the 
execution of it “ during the next two years 


or so.” 


MULTI-STOREY CAR PARK, 
BIRMINGHAM 


To the Editor of “The Contract Journal.” 


Sir,—We congratulate you on the article 
contained in vour issue dated May ll, 
describing the construction of the new car 
park at Longbridge for the Austin Motor 
Co., Ltd. 

While we recognise that constructional 
details must, of necessity, be brief we 
believe that a most important factor has 
been omitted from your articles. This is 
the matter of protection of the concrete 
columns. 

Permanent protection for the columns 
on this contract has been achieved by the 
use of “Rigifix” Column Guards; made from 
mild steel fin. thick with 3in. x 3in. sides 
and 3ft. long, 7,000 of these guards were 
cast in the columns at pre-determined 
heights to suit the slab levels (your top 
photograph on Page 711 shows a number 
of the guards in position on the columns).

OPPORTUNITY FOR 
CONTRACTORS IN IRAQ 


AN important side of the development 
4% work to be undertaken in Iraq will 
be available for foreign civil engineering 
contractors, and to encourage them the 
Iraqis are revising their conditions of 
contract. 

This is one of the conclusions drawn in 
the recently published report of the British 
trade and industries mission of business- 
men and industrialists which visited Iraq 
last February. 

There is also good scope for British 
tractor and agricultural machinery makers 
to participate in the mechanization of 
agriculture. The Iraqis suggested that 
British manufacturers could help by setting 
up two or three fully-equipped service 
stations, including training and hire facili- 
ties. The local assembly of tractors was 
also raised. 

Careful attention to after-sales service 
and to the supply of spare parts for 
machinery supplied to the market is also 
essential, says the report. The mission re- 
ceived several complaints about shortcom- 
ings in these respects in recent years, 

Major Government requirements are said 
to include plants for the manufacture of 
fire-bricks, pre-stressed concrete sleepers 
and other products, and various kinds of 
building components. 

The mission states that the Iraq Govern- 
ment and private industry in Iraq look to 
the United Kingdom for greatly increased 
help in technical training at all levels from 
skilled workmen and foremen upwards. 
This is needed in relation to both existing 
and new industries, and seems to require 
something going beyond present arrange- 
ments for training Iraqis in British techni- 
ques. 

The mission was led by The Hon. H. G. 
Nelson, managing director of English Elec- 
tric Co., Ltd., and included Mr. N. O. K. 
Johnson, overseas contracts manager of 
Balfour Beatty and Co., Ltd. 


BRITISH FIRM’S RUMANIAN 
ORDER 


Colt Ventilation Ltd., of Surbiton, 
Surrey, are now in the process of finalising 
a £40,000 order from the Rumanian 
People’s Government to supply ventilating 
equipment for a new factory in Rumania. 

Two of Colt’s top executives, Mr. M. J. 
Reney, director and joint manager, and 
Mr. J. J. O’Hea, personal assistant to the 
directors, flew to Rumania recently to dis- 
cuss technical details with the Rumanian 
Ministry of Construction. 

The order is for standard unit-ventilation 
equipment which will be installed in a new 
radiator and bath factory. During their 
visit, the Colt representatives are also sub- 
mitting, at the request of the Ministry of 
Construction, proposals for the ventilation 
of a new sanitary-ware factory which the 
Rumanians are planning to build in the 
near future. 


PAKISTAN AIR SURVEY 
CONTRACT 


An aerial survey contract worth £250,000 
has been awarded to Fairey Air Surveys, 
Ltd., by the East Pakistan Water and 
Power Development Authority. It pro- 
vides for the aerial photography and map- 
ping of the Western area of East Pakistan 
where agricultural production is regularly 
imperilled first by flooding (after the 
Monsoon season) and then by drought dur- 
ing the dry season. The maps will pro- 
vide new bases for planning drainage and 
irrigation schemes. 

Operational planning for the survey has 
already started. The aircraft, equipment, 
air crews and ground survey teams are due 
to assemble in Dacca, where they will 
establish their base, in November 196] 
and the operation should be completed by 
the end of 1963. 
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£74M. RUSSIAN ORDER 
Silos of Prestress Design 


A £74m. contract for the design and 
supply of all plant for two beet 
sugar factories in the Soviet Union has 
been awarded to Vickers and Bookers, 
Ltd, London, by Techmashimport of 


Moscow. 

Four large sugar silos worth over £500,000 
have been designed for these factories, in 
the office of the Chief Civil Engineer of 
John Laing and Son. Ltd. Similar sugar 
silos had been previously developed for the 
British Sugar Corporation, Ltd. Two silos 
are to be constructed at a factory at 
Brukhovetskij in the Caucasus and two at 
Nikolaevskij on the Black Sea _ coast. 
Construction work is likely to begin on 
the projects towards the end of this year. 


Prestressed Walls 


Each silo will have a capacity of 20,000 
metric tons of sugar and will measure 
118ft. in diameter and 113ft. in height. 
Walls will be constructed in prestressed 
concrete on raft foundations and special 
sliding formwork will be used, The silos 
have been designed to metric dimensions 
in materials readily available in Russia. All 
drawings and other documents have been 
prepared in both Russian and English and 
technical discussions have taken place with 
Soviet engineers during the design stage 


NEW MAJOR WORKS FOR 
SNOWY PROJECT 


Tenders have been called, both in Aus- 
tralia and overseas, for two more major 
works in the Snowy Mountains Hydro- 
Electric Project. 

The works are the Island Bend Dam and 
the Snowy-Geehi Tunnel. The dam, a 
concrete structure 135ft. high with a crest 
length of about 470ft., will be used to store 
water diverted from the Snowy River or 
from Lake Eucumbene. 

The Snowy-Geehi tunnel will be used to 
divert water from the Snowy to the new 
dam. It will be about nine miles long 
when completed, but the present tender is 
for about three and a half miles of tunnel- 
ling. 

The contract for another tunnel, pro- 
viding access to the 15-miles-long Eucum- 
bene-Snowy Tunnel, has been let to the 
Australian firm of Theiss Bros. Pty. Ltd., 
who recently completed the Tooma dam 
and the 10-mile Tooma tunnel several 
weeks ahead of schedule. 


PROJECTS IN PORTUGUESE 
EAST AFRICA 


It is reported locally that some £980,000 
has been authorised for expenditure under 
the second Development plan on capital 
works in Portuguese East Africa states 
Barclays Bank D.C.O. from  Lourenco 
Marques. These include the bridge over 
the Limpopo river at Vila de Joao Belo; 
the bridge over Chicumbe; the levelling of 
the low-lying land at Chicumbe and various 
viaducts to be built in this area. This work 
has to be completed within a period of 
just under three years. 

A start is also to be made during 196] 
on a motor road from Lourenco Marques 
to Machava. 


TAYLOR WOODROW CANADIAN 
CONTRACT 


Taylor Woodrow (Canada) Ltd., have 
been awarded a $660,000 contract for a 
block of offices at Jarvis Street, Toronto, 
for the Anglican Church of Canada. 

The new building will be steel framed 
and have a brick veneer. The foundations 
are being poured to permit a further two 
storeys to be added when necessary. Com- 
pletion is due in March 1962. The archi- 
tects are Mathers and Haldenby, Toronto. 
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GENERATING POWER FROM 
INDIAN OCEAN 


O reduce its electricity costs, the island 

of Mauritius is studying ways of using 
the Indian Ocean rollers which pound its 
shores to generate electricity. Model tests 
to assist the investigation have been 
carried out at the Hydraulics Research 
Station, D.S.LR., at Wallingford, in Berk- 
shire. 

Mauritius lies in the path of the south- 
east Trades, and for the greater part of the 
year rollers 4ft. to 12ft. high break on the 
coral reefs on its southern and eastern 
coasts. At one point on the coast, at 
Souillac, the coral reef almost encloses a 
shallow lagoon which is drained at low 
tide. If the enclosure of the lagoon were 
completed, the result would be a reservoir 
constantly replenished by breakers. The 
rise and fall of the tide is slight, so it 
would be possible to guide the breakers 
into the lagoon by means of a concrete 
ramp on the seaward side of the reef. 

The Central Electricity Board of 
Mauritius is considering proposals to 
generate power by using this impounded 
water to supply turbines operating on a 
low head. In the first stage of the scheme, 
an installed capacity of 9,280-kW is 
planned, but it is expected that eventually 
an output of 44,000-kW could be obtained. 


Ramp Design 


At the request of the Board’s consulting 
engineers, tests were carried out at the 
Hydraulics Research Station to discover 
the most suitable design of ramp. Tank 
tests were made with 1:15 scale models 
in which the crest of the ramp represented 
various heights up to 12ft. above mean 
sea level, and combinations of various 
gradients of the reef and ramp were used. 
The height of the waves ranged from 2ft. 
to 10ft., and their intervals from six to 
10 seconds. 

The tests showed that a ramp with a 
fixed crest to match the most prevalent 
wave conditions would be the best solu- 
tion, and as a first step to a final economic 
study of the project, apparatus to measure 
the height and frequency of the waves has 
been installed on the Mauritius coast. 


PORTUGAL TO BUILD LEYLAND 
VEHICLES 


A further extension to its world-wide 
marketing and manufacturing organisation 
has been made by the Leyland Motors 
Group, with the formation of a new com- 
pany in Portugal which will assemble and 
eventually manufacture Leyland trucks, 
buses and diesel engines. 


Known as Leyland Portuguesa Ltda., the 
new company has been formed in associa- 
tion with Francisco Garcia et Cia Ltda, 
Leyland’s former Portuguese distributors. 
A modern plant is now being built at 
Setubal, twenty miles south of Lisbon, 
which is expected to be in operation by 
October. 

The new company will develop vehicles 
specially designed for the Portuguese mar- 
ket, though at the first stages of manufac- 
ture it will concentrate on the production 
of standard Leyland Group models. 

Arrangements are now being made for 
an interchange of personnel between the 
two organisations. Leyland will supply 
planning and production engineers until a 
sufficient number of Portuguese technicians 
have been trained at the Group factories. 


RESERVOIR WILL COST 
OVER £A2M. 


A new reservoir is to be built on the 
Torrens River in South Australia to serve 
Adelaide’s growing population. — The 
Premier, Sir Thomas Playford, said the 
reservoir would be at the Torrens Gorge, 
a few miles north-east of Adelaide. To- 
gether with a scenic road it would cost 
about £A2,250,000.
